SANITATION IN CONSTRUCTION CAMPS 


Even More Important Than in Cities—What New York City and State Respectively Are Doing to 
Safeguard Contract Laborers—Sewerage, Water Supply and Care of Sick

Two members of the New York State Immigration Com- 
mission for 1908 recently made a report on living conditions 
in the construction camps along the Barge Canal and the New 
York City Aqueduct. The report followed a two weeks’ auto- 
mobile trip through the camps, and from the point of view of 
the social worker it shows up a state of affairs among the 
employees of the State that ought not to be tolerated. The city 
camps are far and away ahead of the State camps. In fact, 
New York City seems to be doing its level best to give its 
workers a square deal, but the State, while taking every pre- 
caution for the protection of machinery and mules, does little 
or nothing for its men. 

What the investigators found is of primary interest to the 
sociologist, but their report raises another question of more 
direct import to the sanitarian and engineer, namely, the ad- 
visability of the sanitary regulation of construction camps from 
the standpoint of public heatlh. 

In the first place, precautions against epidemics, particularly 
typhoid fever, are just as necessary, if not more necessary, in 
construction camps as they are in an ordinary community, for 
in the cases of the camps there are the surrounding towns to 
be taken into consideration as well as the occupants of the 
camps themselves. A prominent bacteriologist has said that 
if the human race could sit down in one spot for a few hundred 
years the danger from epidemics would be stamped out. Con- 
struction camp employees are essentially wanderers. After a 





few weeks “on the job” they return to the cities, possibly 
carrying with them disease germs, which they may transmit 
to others, and to which continued unsanitary living in cities 
has made them particularly susceptible. The last bulletin of the 
State Board of Health stated that typhoid fever was increasing 
in New York State, that it had been excessive in some cities 
and that it was probably due to importation from without. 
Summer resorts were mentioned as causes. Is there not also 
a clue to be found in the conditions in the State construction 
camps, where the only type of sanitary convenience is at best 
a shack over a hole in the ground, where nuisances are com- 
mitted without restriction, where medical aid is supplied at the 
option of the contractor and where there are no hospitals? 
There is not much evidence to prove the actual transference 
of germs from reservoirs under construction, although both 
the Ithaca and Peekskill typhoid epidemics were due, in all 
probability, to unsanitary construction camps. Nor is there 
much to show that typhoid is particularly abundant in the New 
York State camps along the Barge Canal. This lack of evi- 
dence is due to two causes: The State Departments in charge 
of the work are not co-operating with each other or with local 
health authorities to any extent, and local health authorities in 
New York State are too often inactive or dilatory when it 
comes to reporting cases of infectious diseases or even epi- 
demics. A typical instance of the latter state of affairs may be 
cited in the town of Whitehall, which for several years had 
from 25 to 150 cases of typhoid fever every winter, without 
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any active steps for precaution being taken by the municipality. 
‘In fact, the town voted down a proposition for a new water 
supply, although the old one was shown to be at fault. 

A second reason for the apparent absence of typhoid in 
neighboring communities from the New York State camps lies 
in the fact that comparatively little work is done during the 
winter months, and consequently the danger from surface wash 
from frozen ground is largely eliminated. Fortunately, also, 
but few watersheds used for potable purposes are involved in 
the State construction work. Epidemics will be found to be 
particularly prevalent in the lumber camps of the Adirondacks, 
the Canadian woods and the northwestern states, however. 
One of the epidemiologists of the State of Minnesota spends 
a large portion of his time during the winter months in efforts 
for the suppression of small-pox and typhoid in lumber camps. 

New York City is endeavoring to protect its own water 
supply as well as that of surrounding communities. Previous 
to 1909, the city contracts contained only general provisions 
for sanitation, and these provisions were enforced at the will 
of the engineer in charge. After the Peekskill epidemic in 
1908 Dr. Ernst J. Lederle, New York City’s recently appointed 
Health Commissioner, but at that time head of the Lederle 
Laboratories, was engaged by the city as sanitary expert, and 
to-day every possible provision is taken for the health of the 
camps. 

In fact, with the exception of the registration of births and 
marriages, the New York City Board of Water Supply main- 
tains what amounts to a thoroughly equipped health department 
along the lines of the new city aqueduct. Water for bathing 
is supplied in all camps. All drinking water is tested, and 
where necessary, filtered. Incinerators and sewers dispose of 
garbage and waste. Sanitary necessities are provided and 
medical attendance is supplied for every camp. In many of 
the camps laundry and shower bath rooms are furnished and 
(to take one step on the sociological side) a few of the em- 
ployees know the pleasure of an after-dinner game of billiards. 

As yet the average contractor does not admit the value 
of providing these conveniences and necessities for his men. 
With the exception of one camp, the report of the investiga- 
tors shows that either the city or the men pay for what the 
employees get in the way of decent and safe living conditions. 
Where there are hospitals and medical service every man is 
taxed from 15 to 25 cents a week; where there are good 
buildings, shower baths and laundries, he pays 50 cents a 
month extra; where there are incinerators the city pays. How- 
ever willingly the contractor may co-operate, he does not yet 
include the efficiency of his men as a part of the cost of the 
work. 

It is to be hoped, however, that the attitude of one city con- 
tractor will become more general. A visiting physician, some- 
what surprised at the excellent condition of his camp, inquired 
why everything was so ship-shape and decent. “Well,” he re- 
plied, “it cost me $20,000 after an epidemic in one of my camps 
in West Virginia. It pays to be decent.” 





CALIFORNIA MUNICIPAL PLANTS 


Tue State Comptroller of California has received reports 
concerning the operation of municipal water works, electric 
light plants and wharves in a number of the incorporated cities 
and towns of that State. Thirty of the cities or towns own 
water works, eleven own electric light plants and eight own 
wharfs or docks. Of the thirty water works plants the one in 
Turlock was not in operation, and one, in Bishop, though op- 
erating, has no receipts, because no charge is made for water. 
The receipts and expenditures of the Los Angeles water works 
exceed those of all other municipal plants combined, last year’s 
receipts having been $1,040,205.53; operating expenses, $349,- 
792.67; expenditures for betterments, $298,126.75; bond interest 
and redemption, $225.301.10; a total of all expenditures of 
$873,220.52. Second in size were the receipts and expenditures 
of the Sacramento water works, which were $129,663.55 and 
$71,849.14, respectively. 
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Of the municipal electric lighting plants the most important 
are those at Pasadena, Riverside and Alameda. During the 
year the receipts at Pasadena were $195,118.92 and the ex- 
penditures $132,757.30. Those of the other two cities were 
slightly smaller than these figures. 

The total receipts from municipal wharfs amounted to but 
$35,214.95, and the total expenditures were $73,830.27. About 
one-third of the entire earnings were received from the wharfs 
at Oakland. 





STREET EXCAVATION ORDINANCE 


THE troublesome matter of regulating excavation in public 
streets done by corporations or private individuals has been 
taken up by the city of St. Louis, which passed an ordinance 
in January of this year in an effort to regulate this matter. 

Most important among the changes from the old regulations 
are the increase of the deposit required from $25 to $100 for 
each 75 feet of excavation, and a requirement in relation to 
the paving of those portions of streets which are torn up 
by public service corporations prior to the laying of permanent 
pavements. Another change is the fixing of four hours as the 
minimum for which the Street Department inspector shall be 
paid. Also, it was found that two years was too long a period 
to require a street to be kept repaired, if it were properly re- 
placed originally, and this time was changed to one year. 


The ordinance provides that no excavation shall be made 
without a permit, and this will be issued only after the pay- 
ment of $100 for each 75 linear feet of trench or fractional part 
thereof; that no excavation permit will be issued during the 
winter months if the Street Commissioner believes that the 
weather conditions make it impracticable to properly refill the 
trench on account of frozen ground; but if repairs to water or 
gas pipes, sewers or conduits should become necessary, such 
permit may be issued, but the parties making the excavation 
must then refill the same with sand if so ordered. Concerning 
the deposit, it is stated in qualification that after a given party 
has deposited with the city sums aggregating $5,000, he need 
thereafter deposit only such sums as may be required to keep 
his total deposit up to this figure. Special permission is re- 
quired for an excavation more than two blocks in length. 

In refilling, it is provided that this shall be done at once in 
thin layers not exceeding four inches in thickness, these to be 
firmly rammed with a rammer weighing not less than 30 pounds. 
If this is not done to the entire satisfaction of the Street Com- 
missioner he will have the right to remove all the earth and 
refill the trench properly at the expense of the party, such ex- 
pense to be taken from the deposit previously made. In con- 
nection with the replacing of the pavement, the familiar re- 
quirement is made that this “shall be placed in as good shape 
and condition as it was before the excavation was made.” 
In case of what is known as “permanent pavements,” the Com- 
missioner may require an additional amount of pavement to be 
taken up and relaid, and can also decide how much of the old 
material can be used again. It is provided, however, that where 
a trench is made through a roadway pavement for the main- 
tenance of which the city already is under contract with some 
other contractor, the parties making the excavation must keep 
the pavement in good temporary repair for safe and comfortable 
use until the pavement contractor shall have restored the pave- 
ment, and any amount due the latter for such restoration will 
be paid out of the deposit of the party making the excavation. 
All the work of refilling the trench and restoring the pave- 
ment is to be done under the direction of an inspector appointed 
by the Street Commissioner, the pay of such inspector to be 
charged against the deposit at the rate of 30 cents an hour, the 
minimum charge being $1.20. Parties making excavations must 
notify the Commissioner of the exact time when they intend 
to begin such work, in order that the inspector may be present, 
and the inspector’s time will begin from that hour, whether work 
is begun or not. The trench and pavement over it are to be 
maintained in good order for at least one year. 
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DIFFICULT CONSTRUCTION OF CONCRETE SEWER 


Flood Water Carried on Top of Sewer—Excavation in Silt of Drainage Canal Bottom—Inverted Siphons— 
Timber Forms—Reinforcement—Distributing Concrete by Troughs

In 1908 the City of Birmingham, Ala., issued and sold for par 
$400,000 worth of 5 per cent thirty-year sewer bonds for the 
purpose of paying a portion of the cost of a system of storm 
sewers and for supplementing the sanitary sewer system with 
several new mains, the old ones being badly overtaxed. Mr. 
Julian Kendrick was employed as designing and consulting engi- 
neer, the writer having charge of the construction of the work 
as City Engineer. 

Owing to topographical conditions and the especially over- 
taxed portion of a certain section of the sanitary sewers, it was 
necessary to locate a 36-inch sanitary main and the 8 x 11-foot 
outlet of one of the principal storm sewer drainage areas 
approximately parallel for about half a mile, the two being at 
no place more than a block apart. The close proximity of the 
two mains, and the necessary crossing of their, submains and 
laterals, was much complicated by the fact that the topographical 
conditions made it necessary to design the flow line of the sani- 
tary sewer from I to 24 feet above that of the storm sewer, 
while the old sanitary mains and laterals were from 2% to 4% 
feet above the storm sewer, and above these, water pipes, gas 
pipes and telephone conduits were encountered. 


The construction of the work was made difficult and hazard- 
ous because of the fact that the material to be excavated was 
blue clay and gravel silt, underlaid at from 6 to 8 feet depth 
with limestone. Moreover, the storm sewer was located in the 
drainage canal, in which the low water flow was some 6 inches 
deep and the flood water flooded the whole section along both 
sewers, these floods being greatly aggravated by several railroad 
tracks that obstruct the free flow of the water in the drainage 
ditch and over the surface. 

In the constructtion of the sanitary sewer inverted siphons 
were built, as shown in Fig. 3, at two points where it crossed 
the location of the storm sewer main and the large branch 
sewer. The sanitary sewer was a 36-in. circle of one-ring brick, 
laid in 1:3 Portland cement mortar. The price paid for 
it was $1.65 per foot for 6 to 8 feet cutting, and $1.75 for 8 to 10 
feet cutting, this including all excavation and refilling except 
solid rock, for which $1.50 per cubic yard was paid. With the 
exception of the siphons and considerable water in this ditch in 
places, there were no great difficulties encountered in the con- 
struction of this sewer. 

About the time the sanitary sewer was nearing completion,

work was begun on the storm sewer. As shown by the accom- 
panying section, lig. 5, this sewer was 8 feet deep and had a 
width of 12 feet in one stretch and of 11 feet in another, the 
12-foot section being in the block between 13th and 14th streets, 
and the remainder being 11 feet wide to where it connects with 
two circular brick sewers, one 8 and the other 6 feet in diameter. 
The bottom and sides are composed of 1:214:5 concrete, using 
slag aggregate with Portland cement. The bottom is concave, 


with a middle ordinate of 7% inches, and is lined with vitrified 


paving brick laid on edge in full mortar beds of 1:2 Portland 
cement mortar. The top is composed of 1:2:4 stone and Port-

land cement concrete, reinforced with 7%-inch plain rods and 
14-inch longitudinal rods spaced 6 inches and 12 inches, respec- 
tively, as shown in Fig. 6. 

In the block where the sewer is not located in the drainage 
ditch the excavation was taken out by wheel scrapers, except the 
lower two feet, which had to be removed by hand, as it was too 
soft to work teams in. All other portions of the excavating has 
been done by hand. A small portion was hoisted out with a 
steam derrick, the remaining portion—about one-half the total 
to date—was cast out with long-handled shovels. The writer is 
of the opinion that trenching machinery could have been used 
to advantage. 

The soil was of such a nature as to necessitate close sheeting 
of the whole ditch, and this sheeting was put in so that it 
formed one side of the form for the concrete, and was left in 
place, being cut off three feet below grade. 

The timber forms are shown in detail on the drawing, Fig. 5, 
They consist of a rectangular frame of 4 x 8 timber, braced at 
the upper corners with 2 x 8 pieces bolted to the sides and top 
pieces for convenience in taking down and moving ahead. The 
bottom is held by a brace of proper length to hold the frame to 
gauge. This brace is held in place by pressure of the concrete 
and a small cleat at each end. Against the outside of these 
frames the inner form of the sides and top of the sewer is built 


of 2-inch plank set in place as the concrete is filled in, the top 
following from one to two days after the sides. 

The concrete in the bottom is gauged by a templet set across 
the sewer at short intervals, the concrete being filled in, struck 
off and tamped to proper surface. This part of the work is the 
most troublesome to do on account of the large amount of 
seepage water. This difficulty is overcome by cutting a trench 9 
inches wide along the center of the sewer, about 4 inches below 
sub-grade, and placing in this ditch two 1-inch boards spaced 
9 inches apart, out to out, by cross pieces, with their top edges 
on finished grade. This forms a satisfactory drain to lead the 
water to the pump, which is located at a convenient position 
down stream; it also forms the sides for holding the concrete 
and brick in place. After the brick are laid and grouted the 
boards are removed and the ditch filled with concrete and the 
brick laid, thus closing the channel and completing the bottom. 

The storm sewer is located in the drainage ditch except on 
the one block on Avenue A from 13th to 14th streets. The flow 
line of the sewer at the lower end is about 6% feet below the 
bottom of the ditch, into which it empties. The ditch is to be 
deepened sufficiently to make an outlet, and it was planned to 
complete this work first, but owing to continued heavy rains it 
had not been completed when the sewer was begun. Owing to 
local conditions the sanitary sewer was constructed first. This 
fact enabled the contractor on the storm sewer, who happened 
to have the sanitary sewer also, to make use of the sanitary 
sewer-ditch, back-filled about half full of earth over the 
sewer, aS a diversion channel for the ordinary flow of the 
water in the storm ditch, thus saving the cost of excavating a 
diversion channel. It was necessary, however, to make some 
provision to care for the flood water other than through the 


sewer. This was accomplished by not back-filling on the top of

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the finished sewer, the top of which is approximately at the 
same elevation as the bottom of the drainage ditch, thus leaving 
a channel as large as the original ditch. About 400 feet of the 
sewer had been completed before any serious flood occurred. 
This flood, of course, filled the completed sewer with water, 
which had to be pumped out before excavation or construction 
could be renewed. This meant 38,400 cubic feet of water to be 
pumped, and 35,200 cubic feet would need to be pumped after 
later storms for each additional block that was built and flooded. 
So, after one such experience, a bulkhead was put in at the end 
of the finished work and the water on the upstream side only 
pumped out. Then when a second flood occurred a second bulk- 
head was built at the end of the finished work and the upstream 
side again pumped out. The bulkheads were made by placing a 
timber frame to hold two rows of sheeting four feet apart 
across the sewer and filling between the sheeting with clay. 

The concrete is mixed by a Koehring one-cubic yard batch 
mixer, the slag and sand being measured and delivered into the 
mixer by wheelbarrows. From the mixer it is conveyed by 
gravity through wooden rectangular troughs to place in the 
work. These troughs are made in sections, and are 14 inches 
wide by 8 inches deep. By employing one or two laborers to 
drag the concrete with hoes when the trough is not inclined 
sufficiently for it to flow, the troughs have a reach of 35 feet 
from the mixer, so that 70 feet of sewer can be built from one 
position. 

The inspectors’ reports show that 2.4 barrels of cement have 
been used per lineal foot of sewer.

Report for the Year 1909—Amount of Repair Work Done 
—Cost Per Box and Per Square Yard 
—Work Done for Private Parties 


We have just received from Mr. Samuel R. Murray a report 
of the work done by the Indianapolis municipal asphalt plant 
during the year 1909. Mr. Murray was superintendent of the 
plant from its first operation in 1908 until the first of this 
year, and is now asphalt expert for the city of Denver. During 
the year 1909, from January 1 to December 31, inclusive, the 
asphalt plant turned out 14,344 boxes of surface mixture, 416 
boxes of cushion and 327 boxes of binder; a total of 15,087 
boxes of mixture of all kinds. The repairs were made with this 
on more than 60 different streets, some of which were almost 
entirely resurfaced. This was necessary in the case of West 
New York street from Blake to West, and Kentucky avenue 
from West to Oliver, both of which carry heavy hauling of 
gravel, which had rendered it almost impossible to keep them 
in repair before the installation of this plant. On _ several 
other streets the repairs were extensive. Where this is the 
case the practice has been to make the patches consecutive so 
far as possible, joining each new patch to a previous one, sO. 
that the streets will eventually be entirely resurfaced. 

In addition to this repaving, the Department lai< 13,000.14 
square yards of concrete on private work done for plumbers and 
public service corporations. The department also did the neces- 
sary grading on the driveways of the city hospital and paved the 
same, this involving 2,061 square yards of 4-inch foundation of 
Portland cement concrete and an equal number of square yards 
of brick paving on the same; also 972 square yards of asphalt 
paving consisting of 4 inches of concrete, one inch of binder 
and 11% inches of asphalt surface. In connection with these 
same driveways were built 705 lineal feet of circular cement 
curb, 472 lineal feet of straight cement curb, 9873 square feet of 
cement walks and courts, 120 feet of sewer connections for 
catch basins and a cement garbage platform 8 feet by 14 feet by 
4 feet 4 inches high. This hospital work was covered by a 
special appropriation and cost $8,434.81. 

On January 1 of this year there was on hand and paid for 
sand, asphalt, coal, limestone dust, fluxing oil and other ma- 
terials, the total value of which amounted to $793.63. 

The total amount of private paving last year was 8,743.87 
square yards, for which the department received $16,371.14. 

There was appropriated for street repairs and asphalt plant 
operation and maintenance during 1909 the sum of $63.000. 
The amount of material on hand at the beginning of the year 
was $2,321.88, giving a total amount available during the vear 
of $65,321.88. At the end of the year there was a cash balance 
unexpended of $1888 and materials on hand amounting to 
$793.63, as stated above. 

Exclusive of the hospital work, the account of which was 
kept separate, the total cost of all work done during the year 
was $65,720.02, which includes 5 per cent interest and 5 per cent 
depreciation on the investment in the plant, $21,469.69; also the 
cost of concrete constructed on private work. The department 
constructed 79,003 square yards of pavement, which makes the 
average cost. per square yard 83 cents. 

If the $16,371.40 received or due for private work be deducted, 
and also the cost of concrete on this work, which was $1,300.14, 
cost of the city’s own repairs is found to be $48,- 
048.48 for 70,259.5 square yards, or 68 cents per square yard. 
This cost includes, besides interest and depreciation, all ex- 
penses attached to the work, such as superintendence, insurance, 
lease of grounds; also extra cost of binder or cushion where 
needed to bring the foundation up to within 2 inches of the 
surface of the street. Maltha California asphalt costing $23.80 
per ton was used, with either petroleum residuum or asphaltic 
base oil as a fluxing agent. 

The superintendent reports that labor and material used were 
both of the best and that first-class work was obtained. Al-

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though the season was a wet one for paving, work was 
extended over practically the entire year, the endeavor being 
to patch every hole before it became too large. Labor was 
employed on the eight-hour basis, as is required for all city 
work. There were no delays of any kind occasioned by break- 
downs or other stoppages at the plant. 

A synopsis of the work done and receipts and expenditures 
during the year is as follows:

STREET CLEANING AND PUBLIC HEALTH 


ComMISSIONERS studying conditions of the poor in the con- 
gested districts of the larger cities frequently refer to the low 
vitality found therein as being due to ignorant or careless meth- 
ods of living, and more frequently to the character of the tene- 
ment buildings which they occupy. One of the latest reports 
on this subject, however, that submitted to Congress a few 
weeks ago by the Immigration Commission, declares that re- 
ports of the crowding of immigrants in congested districts and 
of bad living conditions among them are largely overdrawn, 
and that more blame should be placed upon the authorities 
having charge of the street cleaning for such unhealthful con- 
ditions as are found in these sections of the larger cities. 

The report is based upon the study of over 10,000 households 
in some of the most congested districts of New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Boston, Cleveland, Buffalo and Milwaukee. While 
exceptional cases of three or four persons per room were 
found, these were by no means representative, and in no dis- 
trict does the average exceed two per room. About five-sixths 
of all the houses investigated were found to be in fairly good 
condition, so far as cleanliness was concerned. 

The streets in the congested districts, however, were usually 
dirty, and in many cases this was due to indifference on the 
part of the city authorities toward keeping out-of-the-way dis- 
tricts clean, rather than to carelessness on the part of the 
families living there. General unsanitary conditions also were 
found to be due more to the city authorities than to the oc- 
cupants of the buildings. There is unquestionably more diffi- 
culty in cleaning streets in the congested districts than in any 
other parts of the city; but the injurious effects of carelessness 
upon the health of the neighborhood are so much greater there 
than elsewhere that there should be no failure to apply com- 
mensurately greater efforts in those districts which require 
them. 





SMOKE PREVENTION 


In a number of American cities there can be no question 
but that smoke prevention is a crying necessity. It would 
hardly be thought, however, that Washington, D. C., was one 
of these, as it is by no means a manufacturing city. However, 
the Health Department during the week ending January 209 
made 156 observations of chimneys and referred three cases 
to the Corporation Counsel for prosecution. If such action is 


found necessary in Washington, it is probable that there are 
few cities in the country of say 25,000 population or more in 
which it is not desirable for the Board of Health to bear this 
matter in mind, ready to act upon any cases of the kind which 
may arise. 
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Prompt Municipal Payments 


WE have had occasion two or three times to call attention to 
the injustice done to contractors, and the effect which this pro- 
duces upon the credit of the city and the contract prices which 
the city obtains, by long delays in payment of bills for services 
or materials concerning which there is no dispute. The new 
Comptroller of New York City, Mr. William A. Prendergast, 
has taken up this matter, although he has been but a few days 
in office, and is endeavoring to find a remedy for it. He found 
that the average length of time taken to pay bills was from 50 
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to 60 days, while many were required to wait months and even 
years for payment, even though there was no dispute as to the 
claim. However, one who was able to “effect the right per- 
sonal relations” was able to get his pay promptly. He found 
that it seems almost impossible to hold any one responsible for 
the delay, since the system required each account to pass 
through a number of hands, each of the 200,000 claims per year 
requiring separate and special treatment. “No one in the serv- 
ice knows, or is expected to know, the exact status or location 
of a claim, except one who takes a special interest in it,” says 
Comptroller Prendergast, “but any clerk, inspector or book- 
keeper may become a special agent of a claimant in endeavoring 
to ferret out the location of his claim,” and a large part of 
the time of the department is occupied by claimants and em- 
ployees endeavoring to determine the status of claims. The 
Comptroller expects to reduce the average time of claims in 
the Department of Finance to about five days. Prompt cash 
payments and square dealing, without favoritism, cannot fail, 
we believe, in enabling a city to obtain contract work on more 
advantageous terms than would otherwise be the case. 





The Flood in Paris 


THERE is an old saying, “Do not put all your eggs in one 
basket”; which Mark Twain has amended to, “Put all your 
eggs in one basket—then watch that basket.” The general 
tendency of the present time in all directions, both in the lines 
of business, in the operation of government and the conduct 
of public service enterprises, is toward combination. That 
combination or concentration of such utilities may have its 
drawbacks is now beitig appreciated by the city of Paris. The 
flooding of the city caused by the River Seine overtopping its 
banks probably could not have been avoided by any practicable 
precaution; the actual damage due directly to such overflowing, 
however, was probably small, and the inconvenience was un- 
doubtedly so, compared with that occasioned by the damage to 
the sewers, because of the fact that these served also as conduits 
for receiving the water and gas mains, telephone and electric 
light wires and other pipes and conduits employed by the city 
and by public service corporations. This universal use of the 
sewers for connecting the citizens with the points of distribution 
of all these public services meant a general calamity over a 
considerable area should the sewer break at any point and thus 
sever all of these various arteries of distribution. This is what 
occurred in a number of places, and the result was that for 
several days large sections of Paris were without water, without 
gas or electric light, without telephone communication ; in fact, 
residences calculated to be served by all these municipal con- 
nections suddenly found themselves as fully cut off from them 
as a country house, and without the substitutes at hand which 
such a house would have. 

This phase of the calamity might well be borne in mind by en- 
gineers and other city officials when arranging for the location 
of underground pipes and conduits. There are probably few 
cities of the country having any considerable area situated upon 
such a flat plane as is a large part of the city of Paris; con- 
sequently, few are subject to the general flooding of sewers and 
subways which Paris experienced. These few, however, might 
well consider—if they have not already done so—the effect upon 
the system and the city at large of very high water backing up 
into the sewers. There are other forms of destruction, also, 
which might overtake any given section or given street, and care 
should be taken to provide all main arteries, whether of water. 
gas or other, in duplicate or triplicate. The bursting of a large 
water main, for instance, may so wash out a street as to destroy 
sections of all the other conduits and like structures laid therein ; 
or the caving in of a deep sewer trench might cause a like 
calamity, or a bridge across which are carried such pipes and 
conduits may be washed out or otherwise destroyed, carrying 
these with it. In the case of such accidents a duplicate line, 


capable of rendering the same service as a main feeder, should 
be ready for continuing such service without interruption. It is 
not possible to take such precautions as to be certain of avoiding 
such occasional accidents, no matter how earnestly we may 
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endeavor to watch the basket, and we believe that it is the 


best policy to distribute our most valuable eggs in two or three 
of them. 


It has been said by some American papers during the past 
week that it would be impossible for Paris to take precau- 
tions for avoiding such floods, but we do not agree with this. 
The water of the river overtopped the embankments by only 
two or three feet in the part of the city where the most valu- 
able buildings are located. In the lower and poorer quarters 
comparatively inexpensive levees could be built with but little 
damage to property, and elsewhere the present river walls could 
be raised three or four feet, their tops being used as a 
promenade, if necessary, as has been done at Charleston, S. C. 
The greatest damage was done, apparently, by water backing 
up the sewers; and these could be provided with river gates, to 
be closed in time of flood; large low-lift pumps being provided 
to raise the drainage water into the river meantime. 

The work would be of great magnitude, it is true, but com- 
pare it with what Cairo, IIl., has done: 


The first levees built were weak and crude and a source of un- 
limited anxiety at times when needed the most. The site after 
being protected by levees was found to be too low upon which 
to build a city and a certain elevation was agreed upon to which 
height the site within the levees was to be filled. To fill this ter- 
ritory was an expensive, laborious undertaking which has gone 
slowly on from time to time with never a concentrated effort on 
the part of all to complete the work as a whole. 

While this process of filling was going slowly forward the ques- 
tion of the disposal of the accumulated water within the levees, 
in times of high water in the rivers, was met and solved by the 
use of pumps. After one complete failure, in the early days, 
with pumping, it was abandoned as impracticable and not until 
as late as 1897 was the first successful pumping done. In that 
year a Menge pump was temporarily installed which proved that 
pumping was simply a question of horsepower and pump effi- 
ciency. Two permanent pumping plants were at once installed 
and have been in service ever since, by means of which in times 
of high water the level of the accumulation of storm water, seep- 
age and sewage is kept several feet below the street grades. 

The rise and fall in the rivers is fifty-two feet, the street grades 
are from nine to twelve feet below high water mark and the out- 
fall of the sewerage system is approximately half way between 
low and high water. When the river is low the flow is a gravity 
flow but when the river rises above the outfall a valve in the 
sewer closes and pumping is resorted to. The length of the 
period of pumping varies with the length of time the rivers re- 
main high but will average about ten weeks each year. 

These are the obstacles that have discouraged many but have 
gradually been overcome by experiments and perseverance until 
the inhabitants to-day sleep soundly with fifty-two feet of water 
on the gauge and the time has passed when the ringing of the 
fire bells during high water indicated an alarming condition and 
was a call for aid.—W. B. Thistlewood, City Engineer, in paper 
before the Illinois Engineers’ and Surveyors’ Association, January 
26, 1910. 

Considering their relative population and wealth, Paris’s 
problem appears to us much the easier.

In Baltimore a considerable mileage of the sewers consists 
of large interceptors, and, as stated, 420 miles of house con- 
nections are to be built by the city. Also, it is required by the 
legislature that all sewage be purified by an elaborate plant. 
The enormous pumps lift much of the sewage against a 72-foot 
head, and all is carried to one distant outlet. A very large 
proportion of the $14,000,000 estimated cost of the Baltimore 
system is to cover the purification plant and house connections, 
the cost of the latter alone being estimated at about $2,000,000. 
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OGDEN CITY WATER WORKS 


First Year of Municipal Operation—Excellent Condition of 
Wood Stave, Riveted and Kalamein Pipe after 
Twenty Years’ Service 


Tue Water Works Committee of the City Council of Ogden 
City, Utah, has just completed its first year of service, and 
has started, out with very commendable promptness in pub- 
lishing its report, which report, for the year ending December 
31, 1909, reached this office on January 22. The water works 
were constructed and operated for nineteen years by the Ogden 
Water Works Company. But on September 1, 1908, the citi- 
zens voted to purchase the system and authorized the issuing 
of $450,000 in bonds for that purpose, and actual charge of 
the works was assumed by the city on January 1, 1909. The 
bonds bear 4% per cent interest, and brought a premium of 
$525. In addition to this, a special water tax of about $115,000 
was raised, which was added to the $450,000 to cover the 
purchase price of $555,400. 

It has been the policy of the municipality to use the surplus 
earnings, after paying all legitimate bills and operating ex- 
penses, in making improvements and extensions, as the result 
of which the city constructed as many miles of water mains 
in 1909 as had been constructed during the previous ten years 
of private ownership. 

With this purchase the city obtained the conduit, 31,256 feet 
long, from the source of supply to the city, composed of 24- 
inch wood-stave pipe for a distance of about 21,000 feet and 
24-inch riveted iron pipe for nearly 9,000 feet, the remainder 
being 9 and 12-inch riveted wrought-iron pipe for leading sub- 
sidiary supplies to the main basin. The distribution system 
contained 167,421 feet, consisting of riveted wrought-iron pipe 
from 20 inches to 16 inches in diameter, and of Kalamein and 
asphalted pipe from 12 to 2 inches in diameter, over 100,000 
feet being 6-inch pipe. Included in the distribution system were 
17 Ludlow fire hydrants with secondary gate valves, a 6,500,000- 
gallon reservoir, a 16-inch automatic regulating valve and a 
12-inch automatic regulating valve. In addition, there was 
considerable land, including a watershed containing a section 
and a quarter-section. 

In August of last year the conduit and distribution system 
were examined by Prof. Samuel Fortier, who had originally 
designed the system 20 years previous. Of these he reported 
as follows: 

Fully ninety-five per cent of the line was laid under grade and 
consequently under pressure, and as a result the stave pipe is in 
excellent condition after nearly twenty years of continuous serv- 
ice. I had the pipe uncovered at points about a quarter of a mile 
apart and in only two cases did I find any signs of decay. One 
case was on the Wheeler Creek branch, where the pipe has never 
been filled and where the surface has been uncovered. Here a 
part of one stave was rotten half its thickness. The other case 
was on the main line at a grade point where the end of a stave 
had become so soft that one could stick the blade of a jack knife 
nearly through it. I estimate that this wooden stave pipe, with 
some renewals at the high points will last for another twenty 
years. 

The riveted pipe was likewise found to be in an excellent state 
of preservation. Great care was taken when it was laid to have 
it thoroughly coated with asphaltum and this coating seems to 
have suffered little deterioration. I remember a batch of pipe 
was coated during a rain storm and the raindrops blistered the 
coating so that it had to be redipped. I uncovered some of this 
triple dipped pipe and removed a portion of the heavy coating 
with a chisel, exposing the bright metal underneath. The present 
condition of this pipe also leads me to believe that it will last 
for twenty years more. With the exception of renewing two 
wooden bridges and some intakes, very little money has been 
expended on this conduit since it was built. It is safe to say that 
it has not cost more than $150 a year to maintain during the past 
nineteen years, 

In discussing the efficiency and durability of kalamein pipe as 
compared with cast-iron pipe, I may state that when the present 
works were first planned I advocated the use of cast-iron. At that 
time kalamein pipe was comparatively new and I contended that 
we did not know enough about its Jasting qualities to warrant the 
company in running the risk. I was about confirmed in this view 
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when some 7 years afterwards a number of joints of kalamein 
pipe were removed from the system on account of rusty holes, and 
quite a large number of saddles were used to cover up the cor- 
roded spots in other pipes which were not removed. My connec- 
tion with the plant ceased shortly after this experiment and I 
have had no opportunity up to the present to determine the actual 
condition of the pipe. Mr. C. H. Kircher, who has managed the 
works during most of the time since construction, and who has 
had by far the best opportunity to form a correct opinion, has 
always contended that the portions of the pipe which rusted were 
caused by alkali, salt and other minerals in the soil. As further 
proof of this view he asserted that the pipe which failed and had 
to be discarded on account of rust holes was laid for the most part 
in the vicinity of Jackson and 21st street, where the formation is 
adobe and more or less charged with mineral salts. 

By permission of the Mayor I have been granted the use of 
workmen and for two days they have uncovered the kaiamein 
pipe in all sizes and in all parts of the city. Each portion of ex- 
posed pipe was carefully examined by me, and by the use of the 
chisel and hammer I took pains to remove all coating from the 
exterior. As a resuit of this thorough test I failed to find a sing‘e 
piece of pipe which showed signs of rust. I am therefore forced 
to believe that Mr. Kircher is right in his contention, and that the 
bulk of the pipe which now forms the distributive system is in a 
sound condition. I would further add that the pipe which rusted 
may have been due to defects in the pipe itself when it left the 
mill as much as to the action of the mineral salt. 





WASHINGTON’S WATER FILTRATION 


ANOTHER illustration of the fact that low turbidity frequently 
means lower efficiency in the operation of filters is offered by 
the experience of the Washington, D. C., water filters last De- 
cember. Incidentally the experience is a further argument in 
favor of the establishment of a coagulating plant, an ap- 
propriation for which the officials had been endeavoring to ob- 
tain from Congress. 

With the exception of six days the turbidity of the river 
water was low throughout the month of December, and this 
and the low temperature are undoubtedly responsible for the 
high bacterial content of the effluent from the filters. An ad- 
ditional cause of this during a part of the month was prob- 
ably the washing into the river by rains of matter which had 
accumulated on the surface of the soil in the catchment area 
during the prolonged dry weather immediately preceding. Dur- 
ing the month the maximum count of bacteria in the raw water 
was 120,000 and in the filtered water 1,300. This shows a per- 
centage of bacterial removal of nearly 99, but the bacterial con- 
tent of the effluent was entirely too high for safety, a limit of 
100 having been pretty generally accepted in Europe and in 
this country as being all that can be permitted with compara- 
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tive safety. Considering that typhoid fever, although it has 
fortunately grown much less during the past two months, is still 
quite common in Washington, there being an average of nearly 
one death a week from this disease, the matter would seem to 
demand immediate attention. 





DRIVEWAYS ACROSS SIDEWALKS

Dear Sir—In the article on driveways across sidewalks in the 
Municipal Journal and Engineer for January 12, emphasis is 
rightly placed upon the desirability of keeping the sidewalk grade 
unbroken by transverse curbs, even though they be less in height 
than the standard street curb. But only one method of so handling 
the cross drive problem was illustrated, namely, that in which the 
street curb turns in with short radii on each side of the driveway 
and the latter slopes from the gutter grade substantially up to 
the sidewalk grade in the space flanked by these two returns of 
the street curb. 

A different method, which is much more common than this one 
in European cities, has certain advantages that ought to com- 
mend it for more frequent use with us. It is the exception rather 
than the rule in Europe to break the line of the main street 
curb, in plan, for a private driveway. Instead, the grade of the 
curb is depressed in front of the driveway sufficiently (in con- 
nection with a slight beveling of its edge and sometimes an ele- 
vation of the gutter grade) to offer no serious obstruction to 
wheels. The top of the curb slopes down to the depressed por- 
tion from the normal height by an easy slope, usually three or 
four feet long, on each side of the cross drive, and the paving of 
the sidewalk is warped to meet the curb grades. The complete 
interruption of the curb line by frequent cross drives, so common 
in some cities, gives the street a restless and fragmentary look 
and marks the cross drives as of more importance than the side- 
walk. Asa matter of appearance the continuity of effect secured 
by the method just described is decidedly neater and more pleas- 
ing, and as a practical matter also it has two advantages. It 
leaves the full width of the sidewalk all. the way out to the street 
curb unbroken by cross curbs, whereas under the other system 
at least 2% or 3 feet of the sidewalk space is interrupted by the 
curving returns of the street curb and the depression between 
them. As long as there is a planting space between the paved part 
of the sidewalk and the street curb this is not a serious practical 
objection, but if and when the sidewalk has to be paved out to 
the curb the break becomes a serious inconvenience. The incline 
in the other plan does not interfere with walking right along the 
edge of the curb itself. A second practical advantage where 
stone curbs are used is that new cross drives can be introduced 
on this plan where needed without getting new material and at 
a small expense for recutting and resetting the curb.

ROADS AND PAVEMENTS 


Wants Concrete and Steel Bridges 


Albany, N. Y.—Fifty-seven county superintendents of 
highways met at the Highway Commission building, Al- 
bany, January 27. Deputy Highway Commissioner Frank 
B. Lyon, presided. The superintendents have appointed 
four committees on bridges, machinery, construction and 
legislation. The Committee on Bridges, of which Superin- 
tendent Smith of Suffolk County is Chairman, reported 
many recommendations on culverts and short-span bridges, 
which, with amendments, were adopted and will become 
part of the recommendations of the Highway Commission. 
The most important of the recommendations is as follows: 

The aim of the commission is for permanent structures. To 
that end all the Town and County Superintendents and all direct 
employes of the Commission should at all times aid in every pos- 
sible way in the construction of culverts having the steel sup- 
ports or reinforcement entirely enclosed in concrete. Concrete 
floors on bridges should be used in place of wood wherever pos- 
sible and in furtherance of this plan a series of articles on con- 
struction of culverts and bridges is given herewith. For culverts 
and short span bridges plans and instructions, with notes accom- 
panying, are given, covering practically all conditions and re- 
quirements which are met within the bounds of this State for 
spans of from 2 to 30 feet. 


High Maintenance to Retard Road Building 


Atlantic City, N. J—The building of new roads through 
isolated sections of the county may be halted as the result 
of charges made by County Collector Levi Albertson that 
the building of the new road between Port Republic and 
Cologne was “a waste of public money.” The Collector 
insists that the craze for road building is loading up the 
county with highways that will cost $50,000 a year to main- 
tain, and that the only use of some of the newly-planned 
ones is for pleasure trips by automobilists, whose racing 
speed tears off the surfacing. 


Paving Cost Low in Fort Scott 


Fort Scott, Kan—Fort Scott compares favorably with 
any of the cities of its class in Kansas in the number of 
blocks of paved streets it possesses, and according to City 
Clerk Brown, it gets its paving cheaper. Brick paving is 
laid in Fort Scott for $1.38 per square yard, as compared 
with $1.63 paid in Salina for the same kind of work, and 
$2.10 paid in Hutchinson for bitulithic. 


Barber Company Refuses to Repair Streets 

Dallas, Tex.—The Barber Asphalt Company has notified 
the city that it will no longer repair the asphalt streets of 
Dallas. The company declares that the condition of the 
streets admitted to be bad is not due to any fault in the work 
of the company. The existing defects are due, the latter 
continues, to causes which it was the duty of the city to 
guard against and prevent. The company cannot go on 
and repair the streets consistently with its denial of liability 
to do so. 

Good Road Law Not Used 


Des Moines, Ia.—Senator Shirley Galliland, Glenwood, 
in an open letter has called the attention of good roads 
advocates who are seeking new legislation that the last 
General Assembly enacted a law giving boards of super- 
visors the right to build roads in the same manner as drain- 
age districts are handled. Roads may be built from the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of bonds and the cost assessed on the 
property benefited. 


Gravel Road Law Valid 


Indianapolis, Ind.—The validity of the gravel road law, 
which was declared unconstitutional, has on a rehearing 
been declared valid. Work can now go on under this law 
and there is no longer any question as to the security of 
the bonds. 


Street Beauty in Washington 


Washington, D. C.—The draft of a “City Beautiful” law is 
being prepared in the offices of the Commissioners and the 
Corporation Counsel, the idea of the proposed regulation 
being to make Washington’s future building operations 
conform in every line to the esthetic ideas of a board of 
architects and artists. It provides that with the consent of 
go per cent of the property owners any street or part of a 
street may be subjected to special building regulations. 
This means that a shanty cannot be built next to a palace, 
or that a hideous patent-medicine-front-one-story-dime-mu- 
seum style of building cannot be erected next to a stately 
Government building. The regulation includes the estab- 
lishment of building lines, so that along any handsome 
avenue or street, the buildings need not crowd too far onto 
the sidewalk. Alterations and repairs come under the regu- 
lation as well, prohibitions as to the establishment of any 
place of business and requirements as to the heights of 
buildings. The Commissioners could veto building materials 
and even the architectural design of dwellings, stores, office 
buildings, theaters or apartments. The entire idea is to give 
the whole city a beautiful and harmonious appearance. The 
measure provides that within a year after the Commis- 
sioners have designated any street or section for the en- 
forcement of these special regulations any one who has 
not given consent and who claims to have been deprived of 
his property rights can tell his story in the Court of Ap- 
peals. The streets of the “City Beautiful” under the regu- 
lations would be known as “Class A streets” and “Class B 
streets.” The first class would be the “Streets Premier,” 
and the Commissioners would favor them in all recommen- 
dations for street improvements. There would be no assess- 
ments for sidewalk and curb building on “Class A streets.” 


Voluntary Paving Plan for Houston 


Houston, Tex.—The resident property taxpayers on Febru- 
ary 16 will vote on a proposition to have the city adopt the 
voluntary assessment plan for street paving. The plan pro- 
vides that the city will lay no pavement, the whole cost of 
which it must pay. Thereafter all new pavement must be 
partly paid for by owners of abutting property, partly by the 
city. The city’s share will probably be one-third, and it is 
expected a plan will be adopted by which owners of abutting 
property can make their payments in five or more annual in- 
stallments. Houston is the only city of its size in America 
that sticks to the old plan and her adherence to the old plan 
is the sole reason why Houston is the worst off, for paving, 
of any American city of its size. Houston now lays only 
about one-third as many miles of new pavement each year 
as Dallas, Fort Worth, San Antonio, Shreveport and other 
southwestern cities of its class, and citizens believe Houston 
should lay more new pavement than any other city in the 
Southwest, being the largest city of them all, and being 
destined to become the largest city in the South. 

Paving Fever in Las Cruces 


Las Cruces, N. M.—Las Cruces avenue and Griggs street 
are being macadamized and rolled until they look like streets 
in El Paso. Property owners are arranging to have trees set 
out according to a uniform system. Not only is the city 
making new streets, but is keeping the one already paved 
as clean as a floor. The Las Cruces street cleaning de- 
partment at present consists of one Mexican with a wheel- 
barrow. As the paved district increases the force will have 
help. 

Traffic Rule for Busy Corner 


New Haven, Conn.—On account of the congestion at the 
corner of Church and Chapel streets, where 200 cars an hour 
pass during the busy times, a new order in regard to the 
stopping of cars there was arranged at a conference between 
Mayor Rice, Chief of Police Cowles, Calvert Townley, 
vice-president, and John H. Punderford, general manager 
of the company. Cars will be stopped after crossing the 
intersecting tracks, and not before, as previously. 
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SEWERAGE AND SANITATION 


To Make Hotels Sanitary and Safe 


Atchison, Kan.—The State Health Department evidently 
means to begin immediately the enforcement of the law 
governing sanitation and fire protection in the Kansas 
hotels. The Health Officer of Atchison County has been 
ordered by the department to begin at once an inspection 
of the hotels and boarding houses in this country and swear 
out warrants for the arrest of the proprietors who are dis- 
regarding the law. 


Amend Sewer Assessment Law 


Binghamton, N. Y.—Corporation Counsel Burr W. 
Mosher has completed drafts of the charter amendments 
authorized by the Council. At the last session of the 1909 
Council Alderman P. T. Meagher introduced an ordinance, 
which was passed, directing the Corporation Counsel to 
prepare an amendment to the city charter relative to the 
method of assessing corner lots for sewers. The charter 
now provides that the assessment shall be 80 cents per foot 
except in cases of lots facing two streets, where each side is 
liable to a sewer assessment, when the assessment shall be 
40 cents a foot. This was found to be detrimental in cases 
where the lots ran from one street to another, the entire 
tract claiming an exemption of 40 cents a foot. To remedy 
this the amendment limits corner lots to 50 x 150 feet, all in 
excess to be assessed 80 cents a foot. 
Court Instructs Constables to Aid in Stream Purification 

3rookville, Pa——Judge John W. Reed, at the opening of 
the term of court, addressed the constables at length on 
their duty to assist Health Commissioner Dixon’s forces 
in cleaning up of stream pollution. He noted that the State 
inspectors had found 75 sources of pollution in the water- 
shed of the North Fork, from which the people of Brook- 
ville get their water supply. The judge said he thought it 
would only be necessary to call the attention of the offenders 
to the matter in order to secure compliance with the law. 
If the warning were not heeded the officials should be sum- 
moned to appear at court. 


Health Board Enforcing Code 


Collingswood, N. J.—The Board of Health will strictly en- 
force the code of laws recently adopted. Every contractor 
and builder will be forced to register. Every garbage col- 
lector must procure a license and use airtight cans. A cer- 
tificate of approval must be issued by the Board before con- 
nections can be made by the Sewer Company with houses. 
The Board of Health Inspector in conjunction with the 
State Health Inspector will see that the town receives only 
the best grade of milk from dealers. All dairies will be 
regularly inspected. Milk dealers will be instructed not to 
leave milk bottles at the houses where contagious diseases 
exist. The practice of dumping garbage and other refuse 
on vacant lots will be stopped. 

Contractor Wins His Case 


Logansport, Ind.—Judge Paulus, of Marion, as Special 
Judge in the Cass Circuit Court, in sustaining the demurrer 
to the second paragraph of an amended complaint filed by 
Dr. M. A. Jordan, who sought to enjoin the city from pay- 
ing an annual rental to Dennis Uhl, a contractor, for the 
use of the West Side sewer, held that the Logansport sewer 
law, passed by the 1907 Legislature, is legal. Under the de- 
cision Uhl will receive $74,000 due from the city. Dennis 
Uhl constructed the West Side sewer in this city in 1905 
and the city was enjoined from paying its share of the cost 
by Dr. Jordan on the ground that the city was beyond its 
constitutional limit of bonded indebtedness when the con- 
tract was awarded. Uhl’s attorneys then went before the 
1907 Legislature and obtained the passage of what is known 
as the Logansport sewer law. About a year ago the Board 
of Works, acting under the provisions of this law, entered 
into a lease with Dennis Uhl for the use of the sewer. 
Several months ago Dr. M. A. Jordan filed a petition for an 
injunction, restraining the city from paying this rental. 
Judge Henry Vinton, of Tippecanoe Circuit Court, granted 
a temporary restraining order. Uhl’s attorneys then took 
a change of venue from the court and Judge Paulus, of the 
Grant Circuit Court, heard the final argument. He decided 
the case by refusing the injunction.

Abolish Public Drinking Cup 

Boston, Mass.—As a result of the fight made by Dr. 
Richards, Secretary of the State Board of Health, against 
the common drinking cup for more than a year, a bill has 
been prepared and introduced in the Legislature by Repre- 
sentative Freeman O. Emerson to abolish the public drink- 
ing cup. The bill gives the State Board of Health full au- 
thority to make necessary rules and regulations to eliminate 
the cup from all public places, including schools and trains. 


Board of Health Rounds Up Spitters 

Newark, N. J.—Claiming to have received no answer to 
a communication addressed to the Police Board in October, 
asking that the police enforce the new Board of Health 
ordinance against spitting on sidewalks and crosswalks, 
Health Officer David D. Chandler sent out seventeen in- 
spectors, under Sanitary Clerk Eugene W. Bellar, to make 
arrests of violators of the ordinance. By 3.30 o’clock of the 
same day sixteen men had been apprehended in Market 
and Broad streets and slated in the First Precinct. They de- 
posited $10 each for appearance in court. 


Pittsburg as a Smokeless City 

Pittsburg, Pa.—Pittsburg is likely to soon become a 
smokeless city. A quiet campaign against the smoke nui- 
sance is being carried on by Smoke Inspector Joseph M. 
Searle at the direction of Director E. R. Walters of the 
Department of Health and Charities, and great good has 
been done already. The work of enforcing the city ordi- 
nance which provides that black smoke shall not be per- 
mitted to issue from any stack for a greater period than 
eight minutes each hour will be kept up until the evil which 
gave Pittsburg the nickname of the “Smoky City” will be 
entirely eradicated. So far most of the business houses of 
the downtown section have adopted devices to do away 
with the smoke and people are no longer forced to breathe 
smoke-laden air. Tests in these places have disclosed that 
there is a saving of from Io to 20 per cent in fuel through 
the better combustion and prevention of the smoke. In 
some places the saving in coal has been as high as 25 per 
cent. One concern which was using 5.1 pounds of coal each 
hour to generate one-horsepower now uses only 4.7 pounds 
of coal since the installation of a smoke-preventing device. 
The city officials approach the question from the point that 
the health of the citizens must be protected and the law 
obeyed, and thus it is shown that both the general public 
and the manufacturer reach advantages through cooperation 
imposed by the law. 

Sanitary House Inspection 

Roselle, N. J.—The Board of Health plans a sanitary 
house inspection during 1910. “While those owning their 
houses as a usual thing are particular about the sanitary 
arrangements,” the Board says, “many landlords and others 
renting houses, particularly in the poorer part of the 
borough, seem to feel that sanitary precautions are unneces- 
sary and try to do as little as possible.” 
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WATER SUPPLY 


A Comparative Study of Pumping 

Galesburg, I1l—A committee consisting of Mayor Sander- 
son, Alderman Fred McFarland and Superintendent of 
Water Works C. T. E. Johnson, which went to Burlington, 
Ia., to inspect the Murray-Corliss high-pressure pump 
which that city has used for the last five years was highly 
enthusiastic over conditions found there. Galesburg will 
soon have to double its water distributing system. With 
the present boilers and pumping machinery Galesburg uses 
six tons of coal a day and pumps one million gallons, while Bur- 
lington pumps two million gallons with the same amount.

Androscoggin rivers. The reservoir, six and a half miles in 
area, will contain eight million cubic feet of water and will 
add about 50 per cent to the storage capacity of the region. 
The elevation of the watershed is greater than that of any 
similar basin on the Atlantic Coast. The reservoir will be 
1250 feet above tide water and the source of the river and 
from 2600 to 2900 feet above the sea. 


Reports on Ten Methods of Water Purification 

Lynn, Mass.—Ten different kinds of water supply, with 
the estimated first cost, the annual cost, a general descrip- 
tion of each plan and the kind of water obtained from each, 
which have been under discussion by the Water Board 
and the Water Supply Committee of the City Council from 
July to December, 1909, and by the water investigators of 
the present city government up to the present day, are the 
subject of studies by City Engineer George I. Leland, who 
has submitted a detailed report. The cost of the proposed 
systems was all the way from $50,000 to $454,230, all based 
on 10,000,000 gallons daily consumption. 


Cities Cooperate to Secure Watershed 
Paterson, N. J.—At a conference of mayors of the cities 
of Passaic, Montclair, Nutley and other communities lying 
in the valley of the Passaic River, in the office of Mayor 
McBride, it was agreed that the cities represented should 
file a joint application with the State Portable Water Sup- 
ply Commission to have set aside for their use the Wana- 
que watershed. .A supply of 70,000,000 gallons a day can 
be developed. 
Cleaning Wells Greatly Increases Supply 
Staten Island, N. Y.—William E. Bowe, Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Water Supply, Gas and Electricity, has explained 
that a notice recently issued warning residents of Richmond 
to economize in the use of water was not the result of a 
shortage of supply, but the inadequate size of the mains 
purchased from private water companies. Some of the 
pipes are almost stopped up with incrustations. The sup- 


piy itself is greater than ever before in consequence of the 
cleaning of the wells which has increased the output from 
7,500,000 to 12,000,000 gallons. 
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STREET LIGHTING AND POWER 


Heating Replaces Illuminating Standard 


Albany, N. Y.—The proposition of the Public Service 
Commission to establish a new standard for the measure- 
ment of gas, by which the gas supply shall conform to 
heating power requirements instead of illuminating require- 
ments, as at present, met with somewhat reluctant approval 
by the companies at a conference with the Commission 
last week. Practically every gas company in the State was 
represented. 





Municipal Lighting Committee Organize for Investigation 
Binghamton, N. Y.—The Aldermanic Committee which 
is to investigate the feasibility of establishing a municipal 
lighting plant has held its first meeting in the office of City 
Engineer John A. Giles. Alderman P. J. Hastings was 
chosen chairman of the committee. A list of cities own- 
ing municipal lighting plants will be secured and informa- 
tion will be asked of them regarding cost of installation, 
methods pursued in operating them and results obtained. 


Conduits Should Belong to City 

Decatur, I]1]1—Alderman J. W. Grant, who signed the 
resolution asking for a, special committee to investigate 
and to report a plan or a system to be adopted in the or- 
dinance requiring all wires to be beneath the surface of the 
ground, said: “I believe that instead of having every wire- 
owning company placing conduits in the streets and alleys 
the city could and should provide the conduits and charge 
a rental that in time would pay for the construction cost 
and afford a revenue. What particular style of construction 
should be approved is something I cannot say. That is 
the reason that I suggested a committee should be ap- 
pointed to investigate and to learn something about it. The 
time limit allowed is a point to be determined by the Council. 
The companies should be given time sufficient, but the 
work should be finished as soon as it is practicable to do 
So 

Wire Department for Lawrence, Mass. 


Lawrence, Mass.—An ordinance has been introduced in 
Council creating an inspection of wires department and 
defining its duties. The rules of the New England Board 
of Fire Underwriters will be enforced. 





City Lighting Plant Improved 


Pasadena, Cal.—The city electric lighting plant is now 
operating entirely on 50-cycle machinery, the standard for 
Southern California, one of the two smaller generators 
having recently been started under the new conditions. 
The changes give to the Lighting Department three ma- 
chines capable of carrying a maximum load of 1900 kilo- 
watts. At present the boiler capacity would not carry over 
1600 kilowatts at the maximum, but by the time a 1400- 
kilowatt capacity is used up, new machinery will be added. 
The largest load yet carried by the plant was 850 kilowatts 
at the peak, or time of heaviest use of electricity, this being 
carried entirely on the new generator which, with the over- 
load, has a maximum capacity of 1200 kilowatts. Manager 
Koiner says that the city has now purchased 2100 lighting 
meters. Its customers number 1830, which shows a big 
increase during the past few weeks. 

Municipal Lighting Report 

Scranton, Pa.—The first annual report of the Board of 
Agents governing the electric plant is very gratifying, show- 
ing what has been accomplished since the Board took pos- 
session of the plant about a year ago, at which time it was 
designated as a mere “junk heap.” John T. Mooney is 
President of the Board. Portions of the report follow: 

As the plant has shown a profit to the taxpayers of $7,305.48, the 
value of the plant to the taxpayers is $121,758. These figures are 
arrived at on the ground that the value of any property is based 
upon the profits derived therefrom, and as 6 per cent is the 
standard profit expected from all investments, then the profit of 
the plant for the year is 6 per cent of $121,758, the actual value 
of the plant to the taxpayers. All the books and records of the 
Board, its officers and employes are open for the inspection and 
examination of any citizen or consumer. The Board invites sug- 
gestions for the betterment of the service, for as the Board is 
only the servants of the people its one desire is to give to the 
people the best service for the least money. 
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Duluth Will Have Great White Ways 
Duluth, Minn —The Commercial Club has laid out a sys- 
tem of street lighting which is likely to be in complete oper- 
ation within a year. Two blocks on Third avenue have al- 
ready been lighted with the new lamps. The next street to 
be lighted will probably be East Superior from First avenue

East eastward. The cost of installation will be about $1.35 
per front foot and the cost of maintenance is estimated at 
69 cents per light per year. 
Twin Cities Join Government in Power Project 

St. Paul, Minn.—The City Councils of St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis have each pledged in writing that they will participate 
in the Federal Government’s invitation to the two cities, the 
State of Minnesota and the United States to become part- 
ners in the raising of the famous “dam number two” in St. 
Paul to a height sufficient to utilize the power for electric 
development. The present navigation lock and the dam 
itself will be raised 15 feet higher, at an additional cost of 
$250,000. The power thus provided will be distributed to 
both cities for public lighting, and a part will be used by 
the state for state institutions and part by the government 
for its own purposes at Fort Snelling, a mile distant, and 
one of the six great military posts of the country. 

No Light at Tampico 

Tampico, Ill.—A coal famine recently resulted in closing 

the electric lighting plant. 


FIRE AND POLICE 


Police Granted One Day off in Fifteen 

Cambridge, Mass.—Despite the protest of the Cambridge 
Taxpayers’ Association, the Cambridge aldermen passed an 
ordinance giving the Cambridge police one day off in fif- 
teen, instead of one in thirty, as at present. This order will 
take effect April 4. 

Ordinances Included in Police Manual 

Fort Worth, Tex.—lIt is planned to include at least the 
more important ordinances of the city in the new book of 
rules now being compiled for the Police Department. The 
officers will be required to acquaint themselves with the city 
laws and to enforce them strictly. This has been a feature 
of police work which has not been given proper attention 
in the past and city attorneys state that they have had 
considerable trouble getting information relative to infrac- 
tions of ordinances, and that because of the inactivity of the 
Police Department many good ordinances have become 
dead letters. The officers will also be required to know the 
exact location of all fire alarm as well as police alarm 
boxes. The old book of rules will be done away with. 

Costs $77.50 to Sell Fire Horse 

Chicago, I1].—Selling of a horse which has been incapaci- 
tated in the Fire Department now costs the city $77.50, ac- 
cording to a computation made by James Horan, Fire Mar- 
shal. In return the animal may bring as much as $100 
when put up at auction. Under the old system, which was 





in vogue before the city officials became stickers in observ- 
ance of all legal formalities as a result of the activities of 
the Merriam commission and the grand jury, the prelimin- 
aries to the sale of a horse did not total more than $2. 
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Improves Its Alarm System 


Cedar Rapids, la—Councilman Ernest A. Sherman, head 
of the Department of Public Safety, in his annual report 
says the general condition of the Fire Department is shown 
to be excellent from the fact that in 1909 with more than 
200 alarms, and property to the amount of $2,110,424 in 
danger the fire loss was only $31,727. During the past 
year much has been done to perfect the fire-alarm system. 
Four new Metropolitan boxes with alarm gongs in the door 
have been installed. In addition arrangements were made 
with both telephone companies for the installation of a 
telephone fire-alarm system. By means of this, an alarm of 
fire received by telephone, at the central exchange of either 
company, is instantly transmitted simultaneously to all 
the fire stations in the city, over ’phones that are used for 
nothing but fire calls. This system, which has cost the city 
only $10 per month, has worked in excellent fashion, and 
has been the means of saving many valuable minutes in 
reaching fires. In the past year, 150, or more than 70 per 
cent of the alarms, have been received over the fire ’phones. 


Fire Screens for Firemen 


Evansville, Ind—Fire screens, behind which firemen can 
play hose upon a terrifically hot blaze, may be purchased 
for the Evansville Department. The screens permit close- 
range flame fighting with lines of hose, and many cities 
have found them valuable. Three were recently purchased 
by the Henderson, Ky., Department. Fire Chief Grant has 
examined cuts of fire screens and a specimen screen will 
soon be sent to him for a try-out. 

Fire-Fighting Plant on City Hall Lawn 


Jersey City, N. J—Chief Engineer Van Keuren and En- 
gineer J. W. Griffin 6f the Water Department have in 
course of preparation a plan to put up an electrical con- 
trivance in the City Hall grounds to increase the fire 
pressure in the manufacturing district in lower Jersey City. 
The proposition is to put in a turbine pump that will add con- 
siderably to the water pressure in case of fire. The machinery 
is to be enclosed in an ornamental stone house to conform 
with the City Hall architecture. It is to be reared on the 
Henderson street side of the City Hall grounds. The down- 
town factories now pay about $800,000 a year in fire insurance. 
The water officials figure it out that the high pressure plant 
will cut down the insurance charges to $500,090. 

New Fire Inspection Ordered 

New York, N. Y.—The following special order has been 
sent out from Fire Headquarters by Fire Chief Croker: 

Company commanders are hereby directed to make a thorough 
inspection of all buildings in their company districts, including 
cellars, subcellars, basements and so forth, and to ascertain 
whether or not there is stored in such places paper, rags or 
refuse or other dangerous or combustible materials liab‘e to cause 
fire. Reports of inspection will be explicit as to general condi- 
ticns of premises, dimensions of same and the number of families 
living on each floor. 

Fire Protection for Suburbs Discontinued 

Omaha, Neb—The Board of Fire and Police Commis- 
sioners have adopted a resolution notifying the suburban 
towns of Benson, Florence and Dundee that fire protection 
would be refused them after July 1, Igto. 

Firemen Called Out to Stop Work 


Rochester, Pa.—The Fire Department was called out to 
prevent a gang of laborers emplcyed by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad frem laying an additional track along the foot of 
Bank street in such a way that it would have shut off all 
trafic between the town and the Beaver River. It was only 
necessary to lay the hose, the laborers did not wait for the 
water. 

Bertillon System in Texas 

Sherman, Tex.—Chief of Police Henry DeSpain of this 
city has received official notice of the installing of the 
Bertillon system of measuring criminals at Fort Worth. 
This system has been in use here for more than a year, 
Sherman being one of the first cities in Texas to adopt its 
use. With the addition of Fort Worth, four cities now 
have this system, viz; Sherman, Dallas, Houston and Fort 
Worth. Other cities are in correspondence with Chief 
DeSpain, asking for information, with the expectation of 
putting in the necessary apparatus. 
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GOVERNMENT AND FINANCE 





Regulation of Capitalization Wanted 

Albany, N. Y.—The Public Service Commission of the 
Second District of New York State devotes a long section 
of its report to the consideration of the dividend earning 
results of the corporations which come under its supervi- 
sion. The subject is described as a “remarkable dividend 
statement,” and the report on it reads as follows:

The Commission says the very remarkable showing made 
by these tables and summaries demands but little comment 
from the Commission at this time. Attention should, how- 
ever, be directed to the fact that they have no wide range 
of use except by way of suggestion for investigation. The 
significance of the facts which they disclose depends wholly 
upon the further fact not disclosed whether these stocks 
represent actual cash investment in the properties of the 
several corporations or whether they are lacking in that 
particular characteristic. 


Preferential Voting for Cambridge 
Cambridge, Mass.—Representative Russell A. Wood has 
introduced a bill in the Legislature to revise the Cam- 
bridge charter. The bill provides for a council of five 
supervisors, one of whom shall be mayor, ex officio. Can- 
didates are placed in nomination by affidavits of indorse- 
ment by fifty signers. The candidates will be voted for on 
the preferential system; each voter indicating his first, 
second and third choice. Provisions for recall are in- 
cluded. The term of office is three years and the salaries 
are: Mayor, $6,000; supervisors, $4,000. 
Report Favorably on Staunton Plan 
Charlottesville, Va—The Committee on Ordinances, John 
S. Patton, Chairman, has submitted a report to Council 
recommending the passage of an ordinance similar to that 
in force in Staunton, creating the office of General Man- 
ager for the city and defining his duties. 


Want Commission Form 
Cherryvale, Kan.—Council has passed an ordinance calling 
an election to vote on commission government. 


Commission Government Defeated 
Fort Scott, Kan.—By a vote of 852 to 170 citizens voted 
against the adoption of a commission form of government. 


Mayor Talks on Municipal Advertising 

Fort Worth, Tex.—At the regular weekly luncheon of the 
Ad Men’s Club Mayor W. D. Davis delivered an address on 
municipal advertising, which he showed to be both in- 
jurious and helpful to a city. Paved streets, parks, good 
water, good fire and police protection and attractive build- 
ings, etc., he cited as the best advertisers of a city, while 
he condemned mass meetings and other public methods of 
criticism and fault-finding. 

Municipal Ownership in Hamilton 

Hamilton, O.—City Auditor Grimmer has issued a state- 
ment showing the net result of the operations of three 
Hamilton municipal plants in 1909. The Gas Department 
lost $9,174.17, the Water Works earned $12,357.04 and the 
Electric Plant earned $18,094.59. 

La Crosse May Try Commision 

La Crosse, Wis.—Officers of the La Crosse Manufac- 
turers and Jobbers’ Club and the La Crosse Board of Trade 
have decided to appoint committees to decide upon the ad- 
visability of calling a special election to permit the citizens 
to vote on whether they desire a commission form of gov- 


ernment. 
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Town Forgeries Total More Than $1,000,000 


Framingham, Mass.—The special town meeting held to 
hear the report of the examination into the town’s affairs, 
which has been in progress since the discovery of the town 
note forgeries in October last, was one of the largest meet- 
ings in the history of the town. Over 1,000 voters were 
present. Progress was reported by the expert examiners 
who have been at work on the town’s books, showing a 
total of forgeries uncovered aggregating over $1,000,000. 
The committee of inquiry, which has been working of late 
making a general examination of the methods in which the 
town business has been carried on, made a report severely 
censuring various departments, among them, the Clerk’s 
office, Road Commissioners and the Poor Department. 
They charged a lack of system and lack of proper business 
methods throughout, with an absence of proper records of 
business transacted. 


Pueblo Votes Against Commission 


Pueblo, Col.—After two years of continuous agitation in 
favor of the adoption of a new charter and a commission 
form of government in Pueblo, less than one-fifth of the 
total possible voters could be mustered in favor of a change 
at this time, as reported at the recent charter election. The 
adherents of the charter movement had a working organiza- 
tion, managed by experienced persons, and yet, notwith- 
standing this, only 2,101 persons could be found in Pueblo 
who were in favor of the proposed change, as against a 
total registered vote of almost 12,000, with 2,131 voting 
against the change at this time. The result puts a stop to 
the movement for commission government for the next 
two years, as another election on the question of charter 
convention cannot be held until then under the law. 


City’s Money Returned by Bank 


San Francisco, Cal.—Following a threat made by Mayor 
McCarthy that he would not consent to any more of the 
city’s money being borrowed by banks on 2 per cent call 
loans, the Bank of California has returned $500,000, which 
it had received in October from the City Treasury, and 
withdrew the bonds which it had deposited as collateral. 
“This loan was netting the city $10,000 a year,” City Treas- 
urer John McDougald comments, “and we are sorry to lose 
a good customer.” It has been the custom of purchasers 
of bonds issued by the city to deposit them as collateral 
with the City Treasurer for these 2 per cent call loans, and 
the possibility of doing this has added to the market for 
the city bonds. The provision in the charter, which makes 
it mandatory for the city to have the money in the Treas- 
ury whenever a contract is let, results in the necessity of 
selling bonds in advance of the time when the money is 
actually required for payments, and in the fact that while 
bond issue work is in progress there is always a consider- 
able balance that would be idle in the Treasury were it not 
for this practice of lending it at 2 per cent on call. 


Victory for Commission Plan 


Springfield, I1l—The House Committee on Municipalities 
has favorably reported a bill providing for the commission 
form of government. It was in this committee that the bill 
on this subject was smothered during the regular session. 
A new bill was substituted for the measure passed by the 
Senate changing the bill in two particulars satisfactory to 
the friends of the measure. The changes make the terms 
of office four years instead of two, and an emergency clause 
is added. 

Huron Adopts the Commission Plan 


Huron, S. D.—The proposition to adopt the commission 
form of city government prevailed at a special election Feb- 
ruary I by a large majority. A Mayor and four Commis- 
sioners under the new form will be chosen the third Tues- 
day in April, each receiving a salary not exceeding $250 a 
year. 

Watertown Rejects Commission 

Watertown, S. D.—The proposition to change the munici- 
pal government of Watertown to the commission plan was 
rejected by 56 votes. About half of the registered vote was 
polled.

Berlin Washes Its Streets by Machinery 
Berlin, Germany.—The city has 139 motor-driven street 
washing machines in operation. The equipment cost 
$300,000. 





Garbage Gases Kills Twenty Trees 


East Orange, N. J.—Out of 49 newly-set-out trees that 
died in East Orange last year, 20 were killed, according to 
William Soloaroff, Superintendent of the Shade Tree De- 
partment, by noxious gases arising from the decomposition 
of garbage, which was mixed with the filling of ashes in 
the land surrounding the young trees. The statement is 
made in the annual report of the commission to Mayor 
Cardwell. The trees thus killed were set out in Elmwood 
avenue to fringe Elmwood “park,” which, at present, is a 
filled-in basin, where there was once a swamp, but which, 
it is hoped, some day will really merit the designation that 
has been given it by anticipation. 


Garbage Service Satisfactory 


Haverhill, Mass——The Board of Health, in its annual re- 
port, says that the garbage collection service has for many 
years been very satisfactory, and during the year just 
ended a wonderful improvement was noticed, a total of only 
119 complaints of non-collection having been made, as com- 
pared with 347 complaints received in the preceding year. 
Nearly all these complaints were received in the summer, 
when the vegetable season was at its height and in the 
winter when the material was frozen and only removed 
from the receptacles with great difficulty. The present con- 
tract with H. W. Rawson, administrator, will expire next 
year, when a new garbage contract will be awarded for the 
usual term of five years. 


Provides for Manner of Conveying Garbage 


New Kensington, Pa.—An ordinance has been passed 
fixing a license fee to be paid by persons engaged in haul- 
ing garbage and requiring that all garbage be hauled 
through the streets in watertight iron wagons of a style 
approved by the Board of Health and Street Committee of 
the Town Council. 


May Abolish Chute 


Niagara Falls—Mayor Douglass has made public the re- 
port of F. S. Parkhurst, Jr., on his investigation of the 
practice of other cities on the Niagara River as to garbage 
disposal, an investigation which was suggested by the com- 
plaint of Health Commissioner Porter. Mr. Parkhurst 
found that Niagara Falls was the only city on the river that 
threw its garbage into the river. He reported that the city 
of Tonawanda has no systematic collection of ashes and 
refuse, but what is collected is used or sold to farmers. 
With the information in hand, the Board of Health will 
seriously consider what shall be done to abate the nuisance 
to which Dr. Porter objects. It is thought that the city 
will consider the installation of a disposal works. 


Leaves May Be Burned in Streets 


Roselle, N. J—Mayor C. W. MacQuoid has vetoed an 
ordinance prohibiting the burning of leaves in the street, 
and the Borough Council has accepted the veto. The May- 
or explained that the burning of leaves in backyards would 
make the smoke nuisance practically as bad as if the fire 
was in the street, and if the people were prohibited from 
having the fires in the streets it would mean that the leaves 
would lie in the gutters and be a greater nuisance than the 
smoke. 

Recommend Incinerator for Rochester 


Rochester, N. Y.—Commissioner of Public Works E. T. 
Elwood has written a letter to Mayor H. H. Edgerton 
reporting on the conditions found by himself and City 
Engineer Fisher on a trip of inspection relating to the 
collection and disposal of rubbish and ashes, making recom- 
mendations. The incinerator visited on Staten Island im- 


pressed them favorably and the establishment of such a 
plant is advised for Rochester. The collections in Rochester 
last year were 137,000 tons, being considerably larger than 
in most cities of its size because of trade wastes. 
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RAPID TRANSIT 


Street Car Vestibule Law Invalid 


Austin, Tex.—Joseph Myers, Commissioner of Labor Sta- 
tistics, has announced that owing to the decision of the 
Court of Civil Appeals at Galveston declaring the street 
car vestibule law unconstitutional, he would for the present 
cease efforts to enforce it. However, he said that he would 
make an effort to have the case carried to the Supreme 
Court on a writ of error, and would also attend the biennial 
convention of the Joint Labor Legislative Boards of the 
State, to be held at Galveston April 12, where he would 
ask that resolutions be passed asking the Legislature to 
adopt at its next session a law of this nature which would 
meet the approval of the courts. 


Trolley from Louisville Through to Milwaukee 


Chicago, Ill.—By the laying of the last rail of the Winona 
Interurban Company’s line, at a point near Akron, Ind., an 
uninterrupted trolley connection from Lexington, Ky., to 
Milwaukee, Wis., was completed. The lines connect with 
and run through Louisville, Indianapolis, South Bend and 
Chicago. 

City Paid by Interurban Roads 

Indianapolis, Ind.—City Comptroller Kimball has re- 
ceived $6,970.69 from the Indianapolis Traction and Ter- 
minal Company and traction lines entering the city for 
round trips made by the various interurban lines last year. 
Under the franchise provisions of the different companies, 
the city receives 4 cents for each round trip of an interurban 
car from the Indianapolis Traction and Terminal Company 
and one cent for each round trip from the respective trac- 
tion lines. In addition to this the Indiana Union Traction 
Company pays II cents a round trip for the cars on its 
Fort Harrison and Muncie divisions. 


Tacoma May Own Street Railway 

Tacoma, Wash.—At the regular spring election citizens 
will be asked to approve an issue of $1,000,000 bonds for 
the purpose of building a street railway. It is proposed to 
run a line to Point Defiance on the north and South Ta- 
coma and Bismarck on the south, with a crosstown line 
at Fifteenth street. 

Better Trolley Service Wanted 


Trenton, N. J.—Contrary to statements made in news- 
papers, the ordinance providing that no fare should be 
charged for passengers not provided with a seat has not yet 
passed Council. City Solicitor Charles E. Bird is preparing 
a measure similar to that in force in Jersey City. 

Youngstown, O.—Councilmen Sullivan, Weimer and Mac- 
masters are up in arms against the poor service furnished 
the South and East Sides by the street railway company. 
They have noted instances where 30 or 40 men were wait- 
ing for a car, and when it came along it was crowded. 

Newark, N. J.—Complaints are frequent about poor 
service of the street railway company. The chief complaint 
is regarding cars that run past passengers without stopping. 
Objection is also made to the narrow passageway pro- 
vided in some converted pay-within cars with iron gates. 


Street Railway Fight in Tulsa 


Tulsa, Okla.—The first real street railway fight experi- 
enced in the State of Oklahoma, is now on in Tulsa. The 
independent operating systems are already installed here 
and each is trying to beat the other across certain streets 
into Owen Park and other pleasure resorts on the outskirts 
of the town. The original company, the Tulsa Street Rail- 
way Company, has the Main street franchise, and is operat- 
ing a double track on this thoroughfare, while the new 
company, the Oklahoma Union Traction Company, has 
built a line from Orcutt Park, southeast of town, to Fourth 
and Main streets, but so far has not crossed Main street. 


Waco to Regulate her Street Car Rates 
Waco, Tex.—City Attorney Lud Williams has submitted 
an opinion to the City Commission that it has power to 
regulate and control schedules of street railways, and an 
ordinance looking to such regulations will be prepared. If 
it is passed, Waco will be the first Texas city to practically 
control its street railways. 
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MISCELLANEOUS 


Fountains for Cedar Rapids 


Cedar Rapids, Ia—Two fountains have been placed in 
the city recently and two more are to be presented at an 
early date. Mr. and Mrs. C. B. Soutter had a magnificent 
bronze memorial fountain placed at the easterly approach 
to Redmond Park at a cost of over $1,000, and the National 
Humane Alliance placed one at the intersection of Second 
avenue and First street, East, which site was selected by 
Mr. Louis M. Seaver, Secretary of the Alliance. “Should 
occasion require it in the future,” says Councilman Charles 
D. Huston, head of the Department of Streets and Public 
Improvements, “the intersection can be greatly enlarged by 
the construction of 12-foot radius on the four corners and 
the driveways made so ample that no complaint of lack of 
space can ever be well founded.” The labor unions also 
plan to present a fountain to the city, as will also a local 
woman’s. organization. 





Public Comfort Stations for Topeka 


Topeka, Kan.—Backed by civic clubs and societies, Mayor 
William Green is planning to take the initiative among 
Kansas cities by building public comfort stations. It is 
‘proposed to build four retiring rooms along Kansas avenue. 
Two of these rooms would be for men and two of them for 
women, the number of rooms and the situation to depend 
upon the cost of their construction. The idea of the Mayor 
is to have these rooms down under the parkings between 
the sidewalk and the curb. There is a large amount of 
waste space in this area on account of the wide streets in 
Topeka, and it would be a small matter to excavate down 
into these parkings and construct the retiring room in this 
place. The roof of the room would be covered with the 
prism lights that are used in the sub-sidewalk space occu- 
pied by the storerooms of a number of the business houses 
in the city. The lights would be level with the street and 
would not disfigure or hurt the looks of the street or the 
walk. The rooms would be all cement or brick with cement 
veneer and would be sanitary in every respect. Architects 
have been called in to prepare plans. 


No Curfew While Sleighing Is Good 

Franklin, Pa—Mayor Emery states that he will not en- 
force the curfew law which was passed by Council, as 
stated last week, after agitation on the part of women and 
ministers. A “rider” was tacked to the ordinance providing 
that the Mayor may suspend its provisions “when the cir- 
cumstances warrant.” The Mayor was opposed to the 
ordinance, and said a day or two ago that he wouldn’t 
think of enforcing the law so long as sleighing is good. 
“Maybe after that,” he said, “we can find some other ex- 
cuse.” 
Two Thousand One Hundred Bugless Trees for New York 

New York, N. Y.—Dr. Jokichi Takamine, of 334 River- 
side Drive, the chemist, talked with Park Commissioner 
Stover in the Arsenal in Central Park about the cherry 
trees the Japanese Government promised to present to this 
city to commemorate the 300th anniversary of the dis- 
covery of the Hudson River. It developed at the confer- 
ence that a number of Japanese cherry trees received in 
Washington were infected with parasites, so the trees were 
destroyed. Dr. Takamine told the Commissioner that he 
was in the Japanese Embassy at Washington at the time 
and that he cabled to his Government to use extreme care 
in selecting the trees that were to be sent to New York. 
The Commissioner and Dr. Takamine decided that it would 
be best to send a cable to Tokio holding up the shipment 
of the trees until a letter containing full instructions could 
be received. The trees are to be planted along Riverside 
Drive, where they will not interfere with the omnibuses, 
and will present a fine spectacle when in blossom. There 


will be just 2,100 of them. The number to be sent was de- 
cided upon by the Japanese Government in this way. The 
number 7 is held sacred in Japan, and when the 3ooth anni- 
versary of the discovery of the Hudson River is multiplied 
by Japan’s sacred number the result is 2,100 cherry trees. 
It is expected that the Oriental trees will get to New York 
in time to be planted next fall.

Safe and Sane Fourth of July 


Springfield, Ill—The recommendations for a “safe and 
sane” Fourth .of July celebration, as reported by Alderman 
Neuman’s special committee in the Council, were passed 
last week by a twelve to one vote. The provisions are: 

The sale of blank pistols of 22-caliber with a barrel less than 
three and one-half inches in length is prohibited; no canon crack- 
ers over five inches in length may be sold; no shotguns, muzzle- 
loading cannon or powder in bulk may be used; dealers are pro- 
hibited from selling anything in the line of fireworks to persons 
who are drunk. 

Wheeling, W. Va.—An ordinance prepared pursuant to 
a resolution passed by Council some time ago at the in- 
stance of Councilman McGregor, forbidding the use of or 
sale of fireworks in Wheeling has been recommended for 
passage by the Ordinance Committee. The ordinance ap- 
plies to toy cannon, toy pistols, shooeing canes or any fire- 
cracker over five inches in length. The ordinance will 
likely be passed by Council.

Philadelphia, Pa.—Nine Governors have sent assurances 
to the Safe and Sane Fourth of July Committee of the Civic 
Club of this city that they would enter into the crusade to 
suppress all unnecessary noises on Independence Day.

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FOOD PRODUCTS AND THE PUBLIC 


Cities Should Protect Consumers in Purchases, Says Food 
Expert—Bakers to Test Law—Meat Legislation 

Washington, D. C—At a public food hearing before the 
Commissioners, Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, Chief of the Bureau 
of Chemistry, Department of Agriculture, gave his views of 
what ought to be done by municipal authorities to protect 
the consumer. Eggs, he said, should be sold by weight 
because handling them by the dozen puts a premium on 
small eggs, and as a matter of fact hens are being bred to 
produce the most and the smallest eggs possible. Bread 
should be sold by the pound and the percentage of moisture 
limited to 35 per cent. Articles of food such as breakfast 
food should not be sold by the package but by definite 
weights. 


Bakers Challenge City Right to Regulate Bread 

Louisville, Ky.—In conformity with a resolution adopted 
by the executive committee of the organization, the Na- 
tional Association of Master Bakers will carry to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States a case to test all city or- 
dinances and statutes limiting the price to be charged for a 
loaf of bread. The action is known as the Chicago case, the 
City Council there having, by ordinances, established a scale 
of prices for loaves of graded sizes. 


Must Leave Town to Kill Cattle 
Chestertown, Ind—The Town Council has passed an 
ordinance making it unlawful to slaughter any animals 
within the town limits after May 1. 
Meat Ordinance in Louisville 
Louisville, Ky.—Alderman Kramer, of the Health Com- 
mittee, has reported favorably to the General Council an 
ordinance making it unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration to sell meat in Louisville from diseased livestock. 
It is stipulated in the measure that all animals that fail to 
pass an examination by the livestock inspector shall be 
quarantined apart from other animals in a department at the 
stock yards, which shall be maintained at the expense of 
the management of the stock yards. A fine of not less than 
$25 nor more than $100 shall be imposed for violations. 


Ogden Butchers Will Test City Ordinance 

Ogden, Utah—Whether or not it is legal for the city to 
impose a license against the butchers while other kinds of 
business are exempt will be the point at issue in the City 
Court Friday, when the case of 17 butchers, to be arrested 
for failing to pay the license for the year 1909, will come 
up for hearing. The complaints were made out by City 
Attorney Devine and were placed in the hands of the police. 


Meat Inspection Ordinance in Oakland 

Oakland, Cal—Mayor Mott has signed the ordinance for 
the inspection of meat by inspectors of this city, which has 
been before the Council for more than six months. The 
Mayor sets forth his reasons for the signing of the ordin- 
ance as follows: 

I approved the ordinance for the reason that I considered it wise 
legislation and in keeping with the advanced thought of the day 
in reference to safeguarding and protecting the lives and health 
of the people. 

While it may not be a perfect bill, still it is certainly a step in 
the right direction, and any imperfections which are discovered 
can easily be cured by amendment. In my judgment, it was wise 
policy to approve the ordinance, whereby it becomes a law, after 
the expiration of sixty days, and, later, make such alterations as 
seem wise, if any, rather than veto the bill and prevent any legis- 
lation whatever. 

The objections of the butchers seemed to be directed to two 
sections—the one pertaining to the imposing of the cost of the in- 
spection on the slaughterers, and the other, the regulation that 
cattle slaughtered outside of the city and sent in for inspection, 
must contain the thoracic organs. 

As to the first objection, I shall urge the Council to take up the 
question as to whether or not the city should not pay the inspec- 
tion out of the regular revenue of the city. 

The second objection will be overcome by reason of the fact that 
the Health Department will allow the thoracic organs to be re- 
moved but not detached from the carcass until after inspection. 

Councilman Vose’s idea of having all meat inspected by city 
inspectors and that government inspection be not considered suffi- 
cient, is not feasible for the reason that hams and other cured 
meats are shipped in here from many distant points and it would 
be impracticable for the city to have inspectors in Kansas City, 
Omaha and other remote places, and then again, it is well known 
that government inspection is very thorough.

Testing Taximeters 

Washington, D. C.—Col. W. C. Haskell, Sealer of Weights 
and Measures, is the greatest friend the taxicab rider ever 
had. The picture portrays the Colonel in his original act 
entitled “Testing a Taximeter.” The device by which the 
Colonel makes the test is an invention of his own, and is 
probably the only machine of the kind. By attaching the 
flexible wire of the taximeter to the large wheel the Colonel 
can find out in one hundred turns of the big wheel whether 
or not the taximeter is cheating the rider or the chauffeur. 
One hundred turns of the wheel represent a quarter mile 
riding by taxicab. Every taxicab in the District has to 
carry a tested taximeter, and every one of them is tested 
on Col. Haskell’s home-made taximeter tester. If the taxi- 
meters are honest he pastes blue lables on their glass faces. 
If they are dishonest, he pastes a yellow label on them, and 
sends them back to the shops. 


“Lemon” Street Now to be Known as Elmwood 
Columbus, O.—Because people persisted in pronouncing 
Lehman street “Lemon” street, Council was appealed to 
to change Lehman street into Elmwood, and appreciating 
the seriousness of the case, immediately gave relief.

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LEGAL NEWS 


A Summary and Notes of Recent Decisions—Rulings 
of Interest to Municipalities 


Liability for Exercise of Corporate Functions 


Libby vs. City of Portland.—While a municipal corpora- 
tion cannot raise money by taxation for the purchase of a 
farm for other than municipal purposes, yet it may lawfully 
own, control, and manage such farm and the buildings 
thereon, disconnected from any public use, and for its own 
emolument, profit, and advantage, and in the absence of pro- 
hibiting statutes it may receive and hold in its corporate 
capacity gifts of either real or personal estate. A mu- 
nicipal’ corporation holding property for its profit or gain 
is liable for negligence in the management thereof to the 
same extent that business corporations or individuals would 
be.—Supreme Judicial Court of Maine. 74 A. R., 805. 


Sewer Adjoining Landowners—Lateral Support 


Barnes vs. City of Waterbury.—In an action for injuries 
to plaintiff’s retaining wall by the construction of a sewer 
by defendant near the base of the wall, the court instructed 
that all the evidence tended to show that it would have 
been entirely safe to build the sewer if the trench had been 
properly braced, and that there was nothing dangerous in 
the work. Held, that the court in so stating an opinion as 
to the weight of the evidence on the question of obvious 
and apparent danger did not exceed its privilege or invade 
the province of the jury. The owner of land is entitled to 
have the soil in its natural condition supported by the ad- 
joining land, but such right does not extend to buildings 
or other superstructures placed on the land. Where there 
are buildings upon land increasing the lateral pressure, an 
adjoining owner in excavating is not liable for injuries re- 
sulting from removing the lateral support in the absence 
of negligence.—Supreme Court of Errors of Connecticut. 74 
A. R. 902. 

Defective Streets—Temporary Curb 

Wallace vs. City of New Haven.—A temporary curb, con- 
sisting of pine stringers, was 17 inches above the sidewalk. 
The roadbed varied in level below the top of the stringers 
from 1 to 9 inches. The curb had been in such condition for 
a year and 10 months. It was placed there by a railroad 
company to maintain the roadway on a street after its grade 
had been elevated to accommodate the readjustment of 
the streets. A pedestrian was injured while attempting to 
step from the temporary curb to the sidewalk. Held to 
justify a finding that the city should have apprehended the 
danger and guarded against it, rendering it liable for the 
accident.—Supreme Court of Errors of Connecticut. 74

Defective Street—Unlicensed Automobile 


Memming vs. City of New Haven.—The failure of an 
automobile owner to comply with Pub. Acts 1907, requir- 
ing automobiles to be registered and numbered, and impos- 
ing a penalty by fine or imprisonment or both for failure 
to do so, would not prevent his recovery against a city for 
injuries caused by driving into an excavation negligently 
left in a street on which he was driving the machine; he 
not being a trespasser on the street.—Supreme Court of 
Errors of Connecticut. 74 A. R. 802. 


Tax Sales—Validity of Statutes 


Title Guarantee Land Co. vs. Mayor, Etc., of City of 
Paterson et al.—As to whether a subsequent legislative act 
repeals by implication a former one, the canon of construc- 
tion is: If both acts can stand together, both shall stand; but 
if they are so repugnant to each other that both cannot 
stand together, the former gives place to the latter. There 
is no repugnancy between the act of March 30, 1886, com- 
monly called the “Martin Act” and the act of April 8, 1903, 
commonly called the “General Tax Act,” and therefore the 
latter does not repeal by implication any of the provisions 
of the former. <A sale of land by the city of Paterson 
under the provisions of the Martin act, as amended by the 
supplement of June 2, 1905 (P. L. p. 497), is valid.—Court 
of Chancery of New Jersey. 74 A. R. 704. 
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Debt Limit—Computation of Taxable Property 


C. B. Nash Co. vs. City of Council Bluffs et al—Const. 
Iowa provides that no city shall become indebted in any 
manner for any purpose to an amount in the aggregate ex- 
ceeding “five percentum on the value of the tax- 
able property within such corporation, to be ascertained 
by the last state and county tax lists.’ Code Iowa pro- 
vides that all property subject to taxation shall be valued 
at its actual value, to be entered on the list and assessed 
at 25 per cent. of such actual value, which assessed value 
shall be entered in a separate column. Held, under the 
construction placed on such constitutional and statutory 
provisions by the Supreme Court of the state, which is 
binding on the federal courts, that the constitutional limit 
of 5 per cent on the indebtedness of a city is to be com- 
puted on the actual and not the assessed, value of its tax- 
able property, as shown by such tax list——United States 
Circuit Court. 174 F. R. 180. 


Defective Sidewalk—Abutting Owner 


City of Pensacola vs. Jones—Where a statute authorizes 
the city to require abutting owners “to construct uniform 
and substantial sidewalks around their several lots, and to 
keep the same in repair,” it does not relieve the city of its 
duty “to exercise reasonable diligence in repairing defects 
in... sidewalks,” or its liability for negligence in the 
discharge of this duty—Supreme Court of Florida. 50 
S. R. 874. 


Railroad Franchise—Extra-Territorial Force 


City of Arcata vs. Green et al—Under Municipal Cor- 
poration Act authorizing trustees of cities of the sixth 
class to permit the laying of street railroad tracks, etc., 
under such restrictions as they deem proper, a city cannot 
exact from the grantee of a franchise to lay tracks, etc., 
an undertaking conditioned on the completion of the road 
between outlying towns and through the city within a 
certain time, since the grant, being legislative in char- 
acter, could have no extraterritorial effect—Supreme Court 
of California. 106 P. R., 85. 


Paving Petition—Owner 


Chan et al. vs. City of South Omaha et al— 
An executor or an administrator in the possession of and 
exercising complete control over the real property of his 
decedent, if his authority to remonstrate is not challenged 
by the heirs or devisees of said decedent, is an “owner” of 
such real estate within the meaning of the statute author- 
izing the owners of 50 per cent of the foot frontage of real 
estate subject to special assessments within an improve- 
ment district by remonstrating to deprive the City Council 
of power to repave the streets within said district at the 
expense of the real estate situated therein—Supreme Court 
of Nebraska, 123 N. W. R., 464. 


Taxes—Injunction—Federal Jurisdiction 


Risley et al. vs. City of Utica et al——Where a city is 
vested with authority to levy taxes generally for municipal 
purposes, in exercising such power in a manner or for a 
purpose not expressly prohibited by statute, it acts as an 
instrumentality of the State, and its action must be deemed 
to have been taken with the sanction of the State; and, if 
it deprives a person of property without due process of law,. 
a suit by him to protect his rights is one arising under the 
Constitution, and within the jurisdiction of a Federal court. 
A bill for an injunction to restrain the collection of an: 
alleged illegal tax, which alleges that a sale of real estate 
is threatened, and shows that there is no adequate remedy 
at law, states a case of equitable cognizance.—United States. 
Circuit Court, 173 F. R., 502. 


Injury to Pedestrian—Contributory Negligence 


Snickles vs. City of St. Joseph.—A city maintaining a. 
sidewalk on only one side of an unpaved street impliedly 
invites one living on property abutting the sidewalk to use 
it, and the issue of his contributory negligence is for the 
jury, unless the court can declare as a matter of law that 
the sidewalk was so glaringly dangerous that a reasonably 
prudent person would have refused to encounter the danger.. 
—Kansas City (Mo.) Court of Appeals, 122 S. W. R., 1122. 
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NEWS OF THE SOCIETIES 


Utah Municipal League.—The fourth 
annual convention of the Utah State Mu- 
nicipal League opened at Logan, January 
24, with about 75 members in attend- 
ance. In the absence of the presi- 
dent, ex-Mayor J. H. Frisby, of Provo, 
the meeting was called to order by Vice- 
President A. L, Clark. The question as to 
whether or not the moving picture shows 
should be permitted to operate without 
restriction in the city was the chief topic 
of the morning session, held in the 
“Boosters’ Club” hall. A committee to 
determine what legal rights cities had to 
regulate such shows was appointed. 

Dr. George Thomas, of the agricul- 
tural College, spoke upon “The Taxation 
of Cities.” He said that the present sys- 
tem of taxation was such as to cause the 
burden to be carried unequally. He sug- 
gested the plan, now employed by the 
States of New York and California, that 
the system of taxation be divided in two, 
separating the sources by which the State 
receives its revenue from that by which 
the cities and counties receive their sup- 
port. By this means he believes that the 
large corporations shall be taxed for the 
support of the State, while the revenues 
for the support of the cities and counties 
shall be received from the taxation of 
personal and real property. At the after- 
noon session Judge H. A. Henderson, of 
the Logan Juvenile Court, talked upon 
the curfew law, and told of some of his 
experiences in the court. A general dis- 
cussion upon whether or not “cities should 
declare for prohibition when the State 
and counties are otherwise” followed. 
President James H. Linford, of the B, Y. 
C., closed the meeting with an address 
upon “The Relation of Industrial Edu- 
cation to the Municipal Government.” 

On the second day of the convention 
the first speaker was Professor J. H. 
Paul, who took as his subject “The Rela- 
tion of the Public Servant to the Private 
Citizen.” He contended that the public 
servant in his relation to the citizen 
should, in addition to being courteous 
and obliging, be a leader and reformer 
and should give his whole soul to the 
people. Mayor John S. Bransford, in his 
address on the “Des Moines Plan,” point- 
ed out some of the difficulties in the 
proper working of this system of munici- 
pal government. He maintained that bet- 
ter safeguards were thrown around the 
government under the present plan than 
under government by commissioners. The 
speaker stated that people should take a 
more active interest in their city affairs, 
and advocated the primary method of 
nominations and elections. He said that 
in his opinion any plan that would tend 
to bring the public servants and the ad- 
ministration generally closer is a far bet- 
ter expedient for the improvement of 
municipal administration than the com- 
mission plan. 

The regular chapel hour at the State 
Agricultural College was given over to 
the Municipal League, and addresses to 
the students were made by Mayor A. L. 
Clark, of Farmington; Mayor John S. 
Bransford, of Salt Lake, and Dr. T. B. 
Beatty, of the State Board of Health. 

At 2 p. m. the league again went into 
session in the rooms of the Boosters’ 
Club. Dr. T, B. Beatty delivered an ad- 
dress on “Public Sanitation,” in which 
he stated there was a need of more * 
better legislation on this matter in the 
cities of the State. 

The special committee appointed to re- 
port as to the advisability of devising a 
new scheme of taxation reported through 
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its chairman, Dr. George Thomas, that 
not to exceed 20 per cent of the personal 
property on an average is assessed, while 
about 48 per cent of the real property 
throughout the United States is assessed, 
and that therefore the present system is 
constantly increasing the burden of taxa- 
tion imposed upon realty. A _ resolution 
was offered in which the Governor of 
Utah is petitioned to appoint a committee 
of seven to investigate the matters per- 
taining to taxation in the State of Utah. 
The Governor is requested to have this 
committee report by December 10, 1910. 
A supplementary resolution was then 
passed providing that if the Governor 
failed to act upon this request within 
ninety days that the president of the 
league should appoint such committee. 

Sandy, Salt Lake County, was selected 
as the next convention place, in January, 
IQII. 

Pursuant to a resolution passed at the 
business session, the presidency of the 
league went to the city in which the next 
convention should be held, and Mayor 
W. D. Kuhre, of Sandy, was elected pres- 
ident. Other officers elected were: First 
vice-president, Mayor Edward Southwick, 
of Lehi; second vice-president, Mayor 
Phil Bentz, of Murray. An executive 
committee of five members will be ap- 
pointed by the new president. 

Mississippi League of Municipalities. 
—A committee representing the league, 
composed of Mayor Crowder, of Jack- 
son; Mayor Parker, of Meridian; Mayor 
Donald, of Hattiesburg; Mayor Foote, of 
Gulfport; Mayor Hooker, of Lexington, 
and City Attorney Hemingway, of Jack- 
son, called on Governor Noel, Jackson- 
ville, January 26, and submitted several 
matters they had agreed on as necessary 
to the better government of the cities and 
towns of the State, and which are in ac- 
cordance with the demands of the meet- 
ing of the league held last December. 

Good Roads Association of Utah.— 
At the convention, Salt Lake, January 26- 
27, Mayor Glauman, Ogden, offered the 
following resolution, which was passed: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of - this 
meeting that the Legislature of Utah be re- 
quested to build, under the direction of the 
Governor and State Engineer, twenty miles 
of macadamized road each year, beginning 
at Salt Lake and building an equal number 
of miles north and south each year until the 


Idaho line has been reached in the north 
and the Arizona line on the south. 


Governor Spry, in his address, made a 
plea for narrower roads, saying that 
money for roads should be spent for 
length rather than for width. 

New Jersey State Firemen’s Relief 
Association.—At a meeting in Passaic 
representatives of the association voted to 
oppose the proposed amendments to the 
laws of the association at the next con- 
vention. The sentiment of those present 
was that a law similar to that of New 
York State should be passed by the Leg- 
islature of New Jersey. The New York 
law provides for the division of the 2 per 
cent tax on insurance companies as fol- 
lows: Forty per cent to exempt and vol- 
unteer firemen, 40 per cent to be paid 
firemen of the State, and 20 per cent 
toward the maintenance of the Home for 
Aged and Indigent Firemen. 

Health Officers of Tennessee.— 
Between March 1 and March 20 Dr. J. A. 
Albright, Secretary of the State Board of 
Health, will call a convention of all the 
city and county health officers in the 
State. The convention will meet in the 
hall of the house, Nashville. Among 
those who are expected to deliver ad- 
dresses are Dr. Alfred W. Stiles, on the 
hookworm; Dr, Charles H. Lavender, on 
pellagra, and Dr. E. T. Routz, on tuber- 
culosis. 
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Illinois Society of Engineers and 
Surveyors—The twenty-fifth annual 
meeting of the society was held at Cairo, 
January 26-28, and the attendance was 
large. Mayor George Parsons made the 
address of welcome, and J. G. Gabelman, 
Chicago, responded. John B. Hittell, 
Chief Engineer of Streets, Chicago, pres- 
ident, delivered the annual address, speak- 
ing of the benefits of the society to young 
engineers. M. B. Thistlewood, City En- 
gineer, Cairo, read a paper on “Municipal 
Engineering Work at Cairo.” The princi- 
pal work has been to protect the low area 
of the city from the effects of high water 
in the Ohio and Mississippi. There have 
been installed two pumping plants and the 
outlets of the sewer have an automatic 
flush valve. Dr. E, Bartow, Director State 
Water Survey, read a paper on “The 
Relation of the Typhoid Fever Death 
Rate to the Water Supplies in Illinois,” 
showing a high rate where streams are 
used and a low rate where deep wells are 
the source of supply. Robert I. Ran- 
dolph, of the Illinois Internal Improve- 
ment Commission, presented a paper on 
“Water Supply and Drainage Investiga- 
tions,” giving records of stream flow. W. 
B. Dole, U. S. Geological Survey, dis- 
cussed “The Mineral Properties of Wa- 
ters in the Mississippi Basin.” Dr. Bar- 
tow read the report of the Committee on 
Water Works. G, C. Habermeyer, Uni- 
versity of Illinois, described the work 
done in hydraulics and water supply en- 
gineering at the university. J. W. Dap- 
pert, Taylorville, read the report of the 
Committee on Sewers, containing tabular 
statements of sewerage and disposal sys- 
tems in Illinois cities. M. D. Gerber, Chi- 
cago, presented a paper on “Present Prac- 
tice in Sewage Purification.” The experi- 
mental sewage purification plant installed 
by the Chicago Sanitary District was de- 
scribed by Mr. Pearse. G. C. Habermeyer 
presented a paper on “Sewage Visposal 
Plants for Small Institutions.” N. E. 
Murray, Superintendent of Streets, Chi- 
cago, described sidewalk construction in 
Chicago, with special reference to work 
over vaults. W. W. Marr, Board of Local 
Improvements, Chicago, read a paper on 
“Materials vs. Workmanship in Street 
Paving.” R. B. Slippy, University of IIli- 
nois, described the system of instruction 
in road and pavement construction at the 
university. M. O. Eldridge, office of 
Public Roads, presented a paper on 
“Earth, Gravel and Macadam Roads.” J. 
O, Brien, Champaign, advocated a special 
assessment law by which the cost of road 
improvement could be divided between 
the town, village and State. R. B. Slippy 
read a paper on “Tests of Road Mate- 
rials.” A. N. Johnson, State Highway En- 
gineer, gave an illustrated address on 
road and bridge work. Land drainage 
was discussed in papers by C. W. Brown, 
Jacksonville; J. V. Waddell, Vandalia; 
E. H. Cowan, Luverne, and A. L. Dab- 
ney, Clarksdale, Miss. W. P. Feeney, 
Chicago, read the report of the Commit- 
tee on Surveying, calling attention to the 
need of monuments at street intersec- 
tions. Dr. W. F. M. Goss, University of 
Illinois, read the report of the Committee 
on Metric System, which advocated its 
gradual adoption. H. E. Reeves read a 
paper on “Reinforced Concrete Aque- 
ducts on the Illinois and Mississippi Ca- 
nal.” “Municipal Ownership of Public 
Utilities” was discussed by J. W. Dappert. 
J. M. Woerman, St. Louis, Mo., read a 
paper on “The St. Louis and Cairo Di- 
vision of the Proposed Deep Waterway.” 
The following officers were elected: 
President, A. N. Johnson; Vice-Presi- 
dent, J. W. Dappert. The next annual 
meeting will be held in East St. Louis. 
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North Carolina Good Roads Associa- 
tion.—The convention at Raleigh, N. C., 
January 27-28, was called to order by Dr. 
Joseph Hyde Pratt, secretary of the asso- 
ciation, who gave an account of the engi- 
neering assistance that had been given to 
counties and towns by members of the 
Geological Survey. Accounts of the actual 
work accomplished in a number of coun- 
ties was given in detail by delegates from 
these localities. Resolutions were pre- 
pared and passed which stated that it was 
the sense of the meeting that the State 
should appropriate a sufficient amount to 
make it possible to give, through the Geo- 
logical and Economic Survey Highway 
Division, adequate road engineering to 
all of the counties in the construction of 
roads and bridges. The employment of 
convict labor on roads was endorsed. The 
appropriation of $250,000 annually out of 
the treasury to give counties assistance 
in the actual construction of roads, pro- 
vided the counties raise twice the amount 
allotted by the State, and provided plans 
and specifications are approved by the 
State Highway Engineer, was urged. The 
association will take steps to secure the 
co-operation of all the county authorities 
and various industrial and other bodies.

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MUNICIPAL APPLIANCES 


Fire Alarm Apparatus 


A COMPLETE fire alarm system, based 
on patents issued about a year ago, has 
been placed on the market by the Kir- 
nan lire Alarm Company, and it is 
claimed to be superior to all other sys- 
tems in speed and accuracy. However 
this may be, the inventor, William H. 
Kirnan, is no novice in the business. 
In 1891 he invented a non-interfering 
box, followed in 1894 by another, and 
in 1895 by still another, which are 
being used to-day by most of the cities 
in the United States. The importance 
of speed in receiving alarms from 
boxes and sending them out to the 
fire houses from the central station is 
easily seen. For example, consider the 
matter of time consumed in sending 
out the box, say 56. If there is an 
interval of one second between each 
blow and two seconds between the two 
numerals, which is notably less than 
the average in the majority of cities, 
eleven seconds are consumed, even if 
the system is automatic. If the signal 
is received at the central station and 
sent out by the operator more than 
twenty-two seconds are lost before the 
apparatus can respond. Yet a well- 
trained company is able to get its ap- 
paratus out of the house in less than 
eleven seconds, perhaps in six or seven. 
The money value of these lost seconds 
is beyond computation. 

A complete fire alarm system con- 
sists of three sets of apparatus—the 
street box, from which the discoverer 
of the fire sends the signal to the cen- 
tral station; the central station system, 
which records the alarm on a piece of 
tape, and sends it out to the fire houses, 
and the apparatus in the fire house, one 
or more gongs, a recording tape and 
perhaps auxiliary apparatus for letting 
the horses loose. Fire boxes are of 
two types, interfering and non-interfer- 
ing. The former, while largely used 
and comparatively safe for small de- 
partments, may be considered as anti- 
quated, at least in large cities. In the 
interfering box, if a second box is 
pulled while the first is in operation a 
confused signal is sent in or the second 
box does net record at all. In con- 
gested districts where a fire may be dis- 
covered by several per- 
sons, it is not uncommon 
for two or more boxes to 
be pulled for the same 
fire. The non-interfering 
box is then the only type 
to be considered, although 
it may be stated that the 
non-interfering box may 
be used on the same cir- 
cuit with those of the old 
type. In the Kirnan non- 
interfering box, if the cir- 
cuit is open because an- 
other box has been pulled, 
or because the line is out 
of order, the box holds 
the signal and turns it in 
as soon as normal con- 
ditions have been restored. 
The claim is made that as 
many as six boxes may be 
pulled at or about the 
same time on the same 
circuit, and each will re- 
ord its signal successively 
and perfectly. 

The box, the central sta- 
tion apparatus and the 
fire house apparatus are 
claimed to be capable of a 
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speed of ten strokes a 
a speed of about four strokes a 
second is advised. What this 
in the case of the box 56 men- 
tioned above is important. In less 
than three seconds from the time the 
signal is given it is recorded at the 
central station, and if the automatic 
system is installed also at the fire 
houses. If the signal is sent by the 
operator from the central station by 
the so-called manual system, but six 
seconds have elapsed, a period prob- 
ably less than taken by the quickest 
company in the country to get cut of 
its house. Most companies would have 
time to check the alarm by the second 
round—it is customary to ring the 
numbers of each box four times in suc- 
cession to avoid errors—before they 
could get well out of the house. A com- 
plete central system generally com- 
prises both automatic and manual 
transmission apparatus, both of which 
are used. The large gongs at the fire 
house are operated by the manual sys- 
tem, while the automatic or joker sys- 
tem operated from the box on the 
street through the central station ap- 
paratus rings a small bell and registers 
on a tape at a desk in charge of a clerk 
whose business it is to count the signal 
and notify the officer in charge of the 
apparatus of the number. It 


non-interfering. 
claims that no system but theirs is non- 
interfering if a second box is pulled 
at the time which elapses between the 
pull and the first stroke—a very short 
interval of time, it is true; still a sec- 
end box could be pulled within that 
time. It sometimes happens that the 
automatic joker service becomes dis- 
abled. In this case in the Kirnan sys- 
tem an alarm may be sent out by the 
manual system so that it is transmitted 


only to the fire houses which must re- 


spond, thus avoiding unnecessary dis- 
turbance of men in other companies, a 
trouble which is not unknown in fire 
departments. In other words, if the 
automatic joker service becomes inter- 
rupted, the automatic joker apparatus 
at the engine houses is switched on to 
the gong circuit so that the automatic 
joker service can be operated auto- 
matically or manually, as may be de-

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sired, without in any way affecting the 
manual apparatus. It is also possible 
to operate the manual apparatus with- 
out affecting the automatic or joker 
apparatus. This applies also to the 
case of the large gong circuit becoming 
disabled or disturbed. The large gong 
apparatus can be switched on to the 
automatic circuit and both operated in- 
dependently, as stated. 

The equipment for the fire house con- 
sists of a small gong for receiving sig- 
nals automatically and a big gong and 
indicator for the manual transmission; 
a punch-recording or an inking register. 
The Kirnan system gives the signal to 
the fire houses in such a way that every 
fire station in a city gets a record of 
every signal sent in, but only such com- 
panies as are required to respond to 
the signal will receive it on the large 
gong. In general, the company claims 
it has eliminated complications and the 
element of chance and has prodticed 
apparatus that works with absolute cer- 
tainty.
